DAY— MR. CHAMBERLAIN SPEAKS 
FOR THE LIBERAL UNIONISTS. 


Loxpon, April 138.—Lord Hartington will 
return to London especially to vote for the sec- 
ond reading of the Coercion bill. 

A division will be taken in the House of Com- 
mous on Monday on Sir Bernhard Samuelson’s 
amendment to the Crimes bill, to the effect that 
the bill, if passed, would increase the disorder in 
Ireland and endanger the union and the empire, 
and therefore should be rejected. The Opposi- 
tion will not attempt to prolong the debate on 
tho bill, reserving further discussion forthe com- 
mittee stage, which will probably be reached on 
the 26th inst. The Parnellites have issued an 
urgent whip for Monday. Mr. Morley will speak 
on the bill to-morrow and Mr. Gladstone on Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Chamberlain, while traveling to Ayr, was 
met at Kilmarnock station to-day by a crowd, 
who insisted that he should make a speech. In 
complying with their request Mr. Chamberlain 
said: “Iam not surprised to find a division 
in the Liberal Party. One of the prin- 
ciples of the party is that sufficient inde- 
pendence of judgment be left to each mem- 
ber. [Cheers.] The great question dividing 
us is a very serious one, and is well expressed in 
a letter from my friend Mr. Bright, who says he 
is sorry that the Liberals are divided on the 
question of the preservation of order and the 
maintenance of the union. It has always been 
agreat principle of the Liberal Party not to 
assist or sanction outrage, anarchy, or vio- 


Jence. For the first time in its history 
the party is alled wilh men whose 
hands are stained with outrage. A majority 


of the Liberal members of Parliament who sanc- 
tion obstruction are allied with the men who 
produce disorder in Ireland and threaten us 
With outrages in our streets. I hope the time 
has arrived when Great Britain will give an an- 
swertethis policy of intimidation.

A CHANNEL STEAMER WRECKED. 
TWENTY LIVES LOST ON THE ROCKS 
NEAR DIEPPE. 

Panis, April 13.—A dispatch from Dieppe 
eays the packet steamer Victoria is ashore on 
the rocks near that city. She stranded during a 
fog. Several of her passengers attached life- 
belts to their bodies and then jumped overboard 
and were carried out to sea. The others have 


been safely landed. The Victoria had 90 pas-

NO END OF TROUBLE. 

A man in a white jacket, greatly excited, 
ran into the Nineteenth Precinct Station House 
at 8 o’clock last night and begged earnestly that 
an ambulance be sent to the Paisley House, at 
Twenty-eighth-street and Sixth-avenue, as a 
woman had poisoned herself there. He then 
rushed away. Sergt. Schmittberger sent a 
“hurry” ambulance call to the New-York Hos- 
pital through Police Headquarters and Capt. 
Williams hurried a policeman to the hotel. 
He had hardly reached it when ambulance 
Surgeon Adams jumped from his vehicle and 
the clerk at the desk told them that both the 
woman who was said to have poisoned herself 
and the man in the white jacket had hurried out 
of the place a minute or so before, and that all 
they knew about the case was that the woman 
had hired Room 129, sent ont a note, and the 


man in the white jacket came in frantic, dashed 
up to the room, spoke to her excitedly, anc left 
to return in a few minutes. The woman was 
just leaving the hotel and he followed her. Sur- 
geon Adams left the case to the police and went 
away in the ambulance. Several officers began 
to look for the woman and the man, and one who 
had seen him when he went to the station house 
an there to hel aig the strange condition of af- 
fairs. Just befure he reached it he saw the 
white-jacketed man dragging a woman along 
and when saw the officer he exclaimed: ‘This 
is she! Oh, for God’s sake, send for a doctor!” 

The woman, who was about 28 years old, fair, 
and pretty, but careworn, was taken to the sitting 
room, and another *“‘hurry” call was sent out. 
Pending the arrival of the ambulance the man 
gave Capt. Williams three bottles which the 
woman flung away when sbe left the hotel. 
One had contained laudanum, but was not 
labeled; the. other two, which had contained 
laudanum and chloroform, bore the label of the 
peareeney of O. Krause, 349 Seventh-avenue. 

6 said that he was Louis Vignau, an Alsatian, 
and cook at Clark's oyster place in Sixth ave- 
nue, and that the woman was Nellie Doug- 
las, a domestic, to whom he was. afii- 
anced. She smiled faintly when she said 
that she had not taken any poison, but she 
admitted that she purchased sume and threw 
itawey after frightening Louis. The arrival of 
Dr. Adams stopped furtherinquiry. He exam- 
ined the woman thofoughly, and though he 
thought he detected an odor of laudanum in her 
breath -he could not discover any symptom 
of poisoning and declined to take her away. 
When he left Capt. Williams decided to detain 
the woman and the man. She had little more to 
say except to hint that Louis had betrayed her. 
He dia not deny this but asserted that be had 
luade arrangements to marry her to-day. They 
took two rooms at 237 West Twenty-ninth-street 
and occupied them Tuesday night. He left her 
yesterday morning happy aud full of prof- 
ects, and was surprised last evening to receive 
the following letter: 


PAISLEY Housr, Wednesday. 
MY DEAR FRIEND 1.0OUIS: You have brought me to 
this atlast. Why did you not tell me the truth? 
If you want to see me, come to Room 129 at once, 
because this is the last time I will see you. Yours 
truly, NELLIE DOUGLAS. 
Louis quit his work instantly, and at the 
horel found Netly, who, after declaring that she 
had taken poison, explained that at about 6:30

and, exclaiming, ** You hussy, how dare you to 
live with my husband!” struck her a violent blow 
over the left eye, raising a wen.

Louis says 
that after declaring that he was not married, 
which assertion, he says, is true, he rushed to 
the station house and buck to the hotel, to find 
her eschping. Nelly was again questioned, and 
repeated her statement that she had not taken 
»0ison. She intended, she said, to take itif her 
ears proved to bave a foundation, but she flung 
the poison away as she escaped. 
Both were locked up at 8:30 o’clock. Anhour 
later Doorman Dempsey rushed into the office 
with the intelligence that Nellie wus dying, and 
another “hurry” call was sent out. Sergt. 
Schwmittberger found her on the floor of 
her cell seuseless and pulseless. She had 
vomited a dark  fiuid, which had an 
odor of chloroform and opium. She was carried 
into the sittiyg room past the cell of Lonis, who 
beat his head against the bars and shouted wild- 
ly, and implored to be let out. In a few mo- 
ments she breathed sitertorously and her 
pulse returned. Dr. Adams and another sur- 
gzeon examined her and were puzzled, but 
thought there were faint indications of narcotic 
} poisoning, and, to be on the safe side, took her 

to the hospital. Capt. Williams sent a detective 
; to Kranse’s pharmacy and he learned that 
} Nellie went there at 7 o'clock and said she was

SEVEN MEN SHOT 
WITHIN A MONTH. 
WALTER RIDGELY MAKES QUICK WORK 
OF THE MURPHY FAMILY WITH ITS 
MANY BRANCHES. 

TEXARKANA, Texas, April 13.—It is very 
seldom that the killing of one, two, or even 
three men by an expert pistol practitioner 
creates more than a passing comment 
in the land where the long and 
short haul of the revolver is so 
strikingly illustrated. But when a man 
kills seven in a month, and that man is

the wealthiest and most prominentj in 
the county, then he attracts attention. Such 
a man is Walter Ridgely. On the 


3d of March he killed two men, two weeks later 
he killed two more, andlast Friday he completed 
the extermination of a family by killing three 
more. 

The Ridgely farm is situated 28 miles north- 
west of here, on the Red River. in Texas, 
just Opposite the Indian Territory. On the 
3d of March Mr. Ridgely entered Rasseymey’s 
store at the Red River Ferry and found two 
brothers named Murphy quarreling with a St, 
Louis drummer, whose baggage they had 


appropriated because he would not pay 
them $35 for carrying him across’ the 
river when the legal fee was but 
50 cents. Ridgely interfered, telling them 


they ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for trying to impose upon a _ friendless 
stranger, and that if they were really seri- 
ous about the matter they had _ better 
take his advice as already given, or they wonld 
rau the risk of answering to ihe Grand Jury. 
Atthis both men sprang at Ridgely, and the 
latter, who is a fine specimen of physical 
manhood, knocked the foremost down. ‘The 
Other halted and reached for his pistol, but 
Ridgely, whe saw his intention, succeeded in 
getting his revolver out first, and fired, 
shuoting his assailant through the heart and 
dropping him dead in his tracks. The other, 
Murphy, by this time had regained his feet, and, 
seeing what had happened, made a motion as if 
to agraw his pistol. when he, too, was mortally 
wounded by Ridgely, aud died the next day. 

Ridgely immediately gave himself up to the 
Sheriff, and upon preliminary examination was 
discharged on the ground of self-defense. John 
Murphy, a brother of the men killed, and an 
Uncle Thomas soon after came into the 
neighborhvod, and made loud and repeated 
threats that they would kill Ridgely at the first 
opportunity. Fortwo weeks nothing occurred, 
but the two Murphys, uncle and brother to 
the deceased ferry men, were frequently seen near 
the Ridgely farm, heavily armed, and it was 
plain that the matter would not end withous 
ilurther bloodshed. Ridgely observed the great- 
est caution during this time, staying indvors 
aud going nowhere except upon the most im- 
portant aud pressing matters of business. 

On March 22 Ridgely found it necessary to go 
tou farm of a nueighbor’s about two mules dis- 
taunt. He left home about 3 o’cluck P. M., but 
when he had completed his business it was 
after sundown and fast growing dusk. He 
then mounted his horse and started for home, 
ridiug a medium gait. When a httle more than 
half way howe, and while passing through a 
strip of woods, suddenly there sounded the re- 
port of two guns from behind trees, and 
ut the reports Ridgely’s horse fell dead under 


him. Ridgely, as the sequel proved, was 
himself unhurt, falling upon the opposite 
side of his horse from that whence 


the, flring occurred. He did not move or 
Make any noise, and the would-be assassins, 
evidently thinking that they had killed him, 
lett cover, and started, presumably, to take a 
view of the corpse. Tue corpse, however, 
proved an exceedingly lively one, and 
when the two wen, who proved to 
be the two Murphys, were within eixht or ten 
teet of it, the corpse suddenly sprang to its feet 
with a six-shooter in either hand and began firing 
upon them. They were taken so completely by 
surorise that Rulgely thinks they made no ef- 
fort, nor even thought of, returning his tire, and 
quicker than it takes to tell 1t they had both 
bitten the dust, and their spirits departed for 
the happy hunting grounds to join the two ferry- 
men who had previously ‘taken passage” at 
hKidgely’s*bands. 

It was hoped by the people of the community 
that this would be the last of the unfortunate 
atlair, and uone so desired more than Ridyzely, 
who has always expressed horrer at the shed- 
ding of Lumun blood, But it was not to be. 
Within the uext week the only two sur- 
viving brothers of the two dead ferrymen and 
thelr only rewaining uncle Lad made their 
appearance in the neighborhood, coming from 
tucir home in the territory, and without making 
auy * bones” about it, proclaimed their inien-

placed uniter bonds to keep the peace. 
To this Ridgely firmly refused to consent, 


saying that he was fully satistied the Murpliys 
would regard as baught any boud or obligatiou 
they might assume, and, besides, he 
could nut conscientiously make the necessary 
uttidavit which would require him to swear 
that he was afraid of the Murphys, ‘* when,” 
udded he, *[ am not afraid of them in any 
seuse, Shupe, or numbers, although [ am ouly 
one and they seem us nuwerous as the famous 
Jones family.” 

Fiuding him obstinate in his 
friends could only urge upon the neces- 
sity of the greatest caution, but under 
the circumstances they deemed it almost 
tov wuch to hope that he could escape 
death at the hauds of three desperadoes who 
had sworn tu huve hishfe. Ridgely kept Limself 
contined closely to his own premises, not going 
off his farm ou any occasion, and it is but 
fair to presume that the Murphy party, growing

impatient and perhaps worn out with the 
Sieye, thought to execute their purpose 
by strategem. With this object in view, 
at 2 o'clock Friday morning, they 


went to Ridgely’s barn and created a disturb- 
ance, Well knowing that Ridgely’s great care for 
his horses would, in ail probability, cause him to 
come Out WW person to ascertain what Was wrong. 

The ruse operated exactly us the Murphys in- 
tended it shoulc act. Mr. Ridgely was aroused 
from his slumbers by the noise in the stable yard 
and did just us any other sensible farmer would 
do under like circumstances. He gotinto his boots 
aud trousers as quickly as possible, and taking 
a pair of revolvers, the same 44-calibre weapons 
which he had used on previous.occasions, and 
which, obeying the dictates of common sense, he 
had kept within convenient reach ever siuce bis 
trouble with the Murphys began, he started for 


the baru. He passed the door of a room 
in which a couple of his hired men were 
sleeping, and scarcely had he taken 10 
steps in the yard when he wus 


tired upon from ambush. Hewas shot through 
the body and fell, but got up again, and, return- 
ing the fire with both revolvers, dropped two of 
his assailants dead, and the other ran abouta 
hundred yards, when he was captured by a hired 
man aud taken into the house. He died in an 
hour, ~ 

Ridgely was shot in three places, and is now 
coutined to bed, but his physicians think he will 
recover. He is 34 years old, and was 
furmeriy a scout with Custer’s cavairy. He 
was promoted to be a Colonel, married well, 
and is now worth $200,000, John H. Ridgely, 
the father of Walter, came from Toms River, N. 
J.,and Walter was educated at Princetun Col- 
lege, trom Which he was graduated early in the 
"70's.

OARLISLE ON DEMOCRAOY. _ 


HIS VIEWS REGARDING THE DUTIES OF 
HIS PARTY. 


Crncrnnatt, April 13.—At a reception to 
John G. Carlisle, given by the Kentucky Demo- 
cratic Club in Covington, Mr. Carlisle made a 
short speech, from which the following extract 
is taken:

TWO STRANGE CREATURES. 


AN ANT EATER AND A PENGUIN AR- 
RIVE IN THE QUAKER CITY. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 13.—The rare col- 
lection of animals at the Zoological Garden was 
to-day enriched by two specimens which, if they 
live, willenjoy the proud distinction of having 
no counterparts in this country. The first is the 
black-footed penguin and the other the tachy- 
glossus hystrix or ant-eating echidna. The first 
is a genuine bird that cannot fly, and the other 


a four-footed land animal that lays eggs. The 
echidna is considered by naturalists one 
of the rarest and most peculiar creations of the 
animal kingdom. The specimen of the Zoo, ex- 
cept astuffed one at the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, is the only one in America, and was 
brought direct from Australia, where it was capt- 
ured. It is about the size of an ordinary poreu- 
pine, which it greatly resembles, being covered 
with long quills, but it has a bill-shaped nose 





nearly three inches long, from which 
protrudes a narrow tongue six inches 
in length. Its mouth is exeeedingly 


small andit has no teeth. Its legs are short and 
powerful and its feet are armed with thick claws 
that can burrow so rapidly that the animal can 
almost instantaneously disappear in the earth. 
Unlike other burrowing animals, he burrows 
with all fonr feet at once and instead of going 
head first, he gracefully sinks into the earth 
with his spine curved and bristling with a for- 
midable armor of quills. Onits right hind leg 


is a sharp spur, similar to a_ fighting 
cock’s, three inches long. A _ little canal, 
connecting with a gland, runs through ‘it 


and keeps it supplied with a poisonous liquid 
whichis said to produce instantaneous death. 
The most peculiar feature of this strange creat- 
ure, however, is thatit regularly lays eggs of 
au dark purple hue. When on its native heath its 
diet consists of ants and other insects, but yes- 
terday it enjoyed a hearty weal of condensed 
milk and the white of an egg.

CONVENTION BILL. 
ANOTHER BID FOR AN EXECUTIVE VETG 
—THE TELEPHONE RATE BILL STILI, 

SLUMBERING IN COMMITTEE, 


ALBANY, April 13.—In the most perfunw 
tory manner the Republicans of the Assembly 
dragged forth their bill fur a Constitutional Con- 
vention to-day. It is a foregone conclusion that 
the Governor will veto it, and it seems like q 
waste of time and space to discuss it. When the 
Repubitcans in caucus decided some time ago te 
postpone the holding of the convention until 
next year they did a thing which was agatust 
the wishes of those who voted for a convention, 
and who naturally believed that it would be 
held this year, and that the result of its 
labors would be submitted to the voters next 
Fall. The Democratic programme was te 
amend the bill to-day, changing the method 
of electing delegates from the Assembly district 
tg the Congressional plan, and fixing the second 
Tuesday in June for the election of the delegates, 
s0 thata convention should be held this Sam- 
mer. These amendments were offered by Messrs. 
Greene and Cantor. Of course they were opposed 
by Mr. Arnold, whose name the bili bears, and 
by ex-Speaker Erwin, and under their lead the 
Republicans voted the amendments down. The 
bill was then passed, and the House entered 
upon the consideration of less farcical measures,

What their reasons were they perhapscan 
explain to those constituents who are interested 
in the subject. 

The subject came up when a bill of Mr. Ham 
ilton’s was being passed forbidding the laying of 
more than one horse car track in streets of less 
than 31 feet in width, unless two-thirds of the 
property owners alow#ga street give their con- 
sent. Mr. Hamilten tried to amend this bill so 
as to compel the Commissioners of Public Works 
of New-York and Brooklyn to preseribe the pam 
tern of rail hereafter to be usea on the sur 
roaas. The amendment went further and re 
quired the Commissioners from timeto time, 
with the consentof the Mayor, to require any 
street railroad to remove its present rails and 
lay those of the pattern by him prescribed. 

Mr. Shea was the first man to protest. He de- 
clared that this was stealing his thunder. He 
had, he said, introduced a bill requiring the re- 
moval of the T rails and the substitution of the 
grooved rails, and he wanted that bill to pass 
He admitted that its chances, however, were 
not very good. Mr. Hamilton was surprised te 
meet es from such aquarter, and he 
wanted to know if it made any difference, 
80 long as the rails were re 
moved, if his bill; which was now ready, 
to pass, compelled their removal. Mr. Shea's 
reasoning was not quite clear in answering this 
question. All that he seemed to realize was 
that his bill ought to pass. Mr. Shea ran around 
and set all the johuny-jump-ups in motion on 
the Democratic side to defeat the amendment 
In this he was successful and the amendment 
was lost by a vote of 48 to 52. Ail the New-York 
and Brooklyn members whose names are wen- 
tioved above voted against it. 

Then Mr. Cole, Chairman of the Committee on 
Railroads, asked Mr. Shea and his friends if they 
were really sincere in all that they baa said de- 
nunciatory of the horse railroads and their in- 
fluence. He galled them greatiy when he told 
them that there was one bill which the horse 
railroads were extremely anxious to Kill, and 
that was this very bill of Mr. Hamilton's. He 
told them what they already knew, thatthe 
horse railroad lobby have been around all Win- 
ter hard at work to accomplish this. Mr. Hagan, 
Mr. Sullivan, and some others got up excitedly 
to defend themselves, but they could not pre 
vent Mr. Cole making clear to the House that at 
last these gentlemen, who have fiercely de 
nounced him, were in a hole. Finally, it was 
agreed to lay the whole subject_over until to 
morrow. These New-Yorkers and Brooklynites 
will have an opportunity to reflect over night 
upon the folly of their course. 

The Senate devoted the whole morning to the 
routine work of passing bills on which there 
was no difference of opinion. Among these were 
Mr. Hornidge’s bill for afree bath in the East 
River between Forty-ninth and Fifty-first 
streets; Mr. Murphy’s, tixing 10 hours as a Max 
imum day’s labor in bakeries; Mr. Griswold’s, 
extending the life of the Brookiyn Electrical 
Subway Commission until November, 1887; 
Senator Fassett’s, allowing Gen. Stewart L 
Wovodford’s Homeopathic Life Insurance Com- 
pany to wind up its affairs without going intva 
Receiver’s hands, and Mr. Hagan’s, allowing 
the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Board 
of Estimate of New-York to increase to not ex~ 
ceed $3,000 the salaries of the chiefs of battal- 
ions of the Fire Department. 

Senator Wemple’s Marriage License bill alse 
passed the Senate. It requires all clergymen 
and magistrates to demand from those seeking 
to be married a license from a County Clerk. 
These licenses are to be issued on the payment 
of 50 cents and satisfactory proof that the 

parties are of proper age, aud that thereis ne 
egalimpediment to their union. The bill does 
not interfere with existing marriage laws, ex- 
evpt by requiring close scrutiny frum clergymen 
and magistrates. : Diy

RESULTS @F THE SENATE COMMITTEE’S

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Senate Fi- 
nenee Committee's sub-committee to examine 
into the undervaluation of imports sat until 
late this afternoon and devoted the time to 
analyzing the information they have received 
bearing upon thd subject of their inquiry. 

The work done during two years and after 

visits to Boston, New-York, and Philadelphia 

has furnished them with enough matter to 
enable them to judge of the general character 
ot the legislation they should submit. Senator 

Beck says in regard to the task imposed 

upon the sub-committee: “We had before us 

an immense mass of evidence, the state- 
ments of experts supported by figures, the 
data collected by ourselves and by the depart- 
ments, and all the propositions that have been 
made to correct the abuses. Every bill that has 
been introduced into Congress with relation to 
the subject has been carefully considered, and 
we are now endeavoring to formulate a bill 


which will improve the entire system. Itis an 
immense question; gréater, I think, than that of - 
the inter-State commerce, and more difficult to 
deal with, No one cau have an idea what it is 
until they getintoit. It affects our entire cus- 
toms service, the consular service, and all the 
business interests of the country. 

“There is a scramble among importers,” he 
said, “to get the valuations as low as possible. 
If one can get his goods in cheaper than his 
neighbors he can undersell them. Thus there is 
a constant cutthroat game going on that affects 
prices all over the country. Exporters send 
their goods here marked far below their real 
value and sell them in bond, the transaction be- 
ing conducted on the other side.

THE GOVERNOR'S VETO OF THA CROSBY 
HIGH LICENSE BILL. 


Gov. Hill has done what he was expected 
ta do, and given reasons more or less plausible 
for his action. In 1885 we drafted and intro- 
duced a “Bill for Providing a Uniform Excise 
Law for the State of New-York,” which failed to 
pass: 

“It represents the carefully considered views of

PIOKET?TS FAMOUS CHARGE. 
THE SURVIVORS TO ERECT A MONU- 
MENT ON CEMETERY RIDGE. 


RIcHMOND, Va., April 13.—On July 3, 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg, the survivors of Pickett’s Virginia 
division, which took such a conspicuous part in 
that conflict, will erect a monument to mark 
the point where they made the most gallant 
charge of any Confederate command during the 
war. This monumentis tobe of Virginia gran- 
ite and similarin shape, but much larger, than 
the base upon which the statue of Stonewall 
Jackson in the Capitol-square here rests. It is 
to be erected near Ziegler’s Grove, Cemetery 
Ridge, near Taneytown road, and is intended to 
indicate the point where this division pierced 
the Federal line. The monument will have four 
sides, each of which will bear in the order named 
the following inscriptions:

SBARCHING FOR A MURDERER.

THREE HUNDRED EXCITED MEN SEARCH- 
ING FOR THE FUGITIVE. 

San Francisco, April 13.—Up to a late 
hour yesterday Hong Dye, or Ho Ah Heung,China- 
man, who murdered Mrs. Billou Friday evening, 
seriously, if not fatally, shot William Weaver, 
and attempted to kill Annie and Maud Billou, at 
St. John’s, Colusia County, was still at large. 
Fully 300 men were in search of the fugitive 
armed with shotguns and rifles. The entire 
country is aroused, and it seems impossible that 
he can long elude thesearchers, who to-day were 


joined by the Chico Guards. In their eagerness 
to find traces of the murderer the citizens re- 
sort to the most desperate expedients. Mon- 
day they thought that a Chinaman living near 
St. John’s knew of Hong Dye’s whereabouts, 
but they could get no information from him. 
They promptty strung him up. when he ex- 
pressed his willingness to talk. He was lowered 
and confessed to having given a strange China- 
man breakfast that morning. At Kaster’s place, 
near Billou's ranche, anether mob seized Kas- 
ter’s Chinaman, who was thought to have as- 
sisted Hong Dye. They asked him in re- 
gard thereto, but he pleaded ignorance. They 
placed a rope around his neck and drew him up 
toa limb ofa tree, but before life was extinct 
let him down again. pie repeated this opera- 
tion,but without accomplishing their object. The 
last time he came down he was almost dead. 
So great is the 
excitement in Butte, Sutter, and Colusia Counties 
over the affair that the killing of an innocent but 
suspected Chinaman by the Sheriff's posse Mou- 
day has been accepted as amatterof course, 
though the Chinese Consul at this city threatens 
to make it lively for the overzealous officials. 
Lynching will surely follow the capture of the 
murderer, which is hourly expectod.

NOBLE BUT ERRATIC HUSBAND. 

MINNEAPOLIS, April 13.—A divorce suit 
has been instituted in tho District Court which 
brings to light some romantic and interesting 
facts regarding the persons involved. Tho 
plaintiff is Mrs. Helena Campbell, daughter of 
one of the wealthy families of La Crosse, and 
the defendant is Miles D. F. Campbell, a scion of 
a Scottish house of nobility. The ground of the 
compiaint is cruel and inhuman treatment. The 


pair were married in La Crosse about eight 
years ago, and have one child, a boy 7 
years old. Mrs. Campbell at present lives 
with her pareits. Campbell is about 50 
years old, and his career has béen an eventful 
one, he having in his couraée ruti the whole 
gamut of fortune. The prospective lieir of a 
weaithy and noble house, he was given every 
advantage that moncy could procure, He trav- 
eled on the Continent and was successively at 
the universities of Leipsic, Berlin, and Heidel- 
berg. He was an apt student. and soon was as 
complete a master of the German and French 
tongues as of lls native English. He also spoke 
the Spanish and Italian languages fluently. 
At one time he took service under the 
Grand Duke of Schleswig-Holstein and held 
the rank of Colonelinthearmy. Itis said that 
atthe same time he succeeded in disposing of 
about $30,000 more to his satisfaction than to 
his financial credit. Finally he came to this 
country. His relatives, not relishing his rather 
eccentric behavior, his fortunes became low, 
and he resorted to the teaching of 
French and music for a subsistence; but 
& romantic attachment to one of hia prettiest 
pupils turned his attention elsewhere. He was 
a judge of the finest brands of liquor, and it 
suggested an occupation, He became a travel- 
ing salesman for wholesale liquor houses, and 
his ready command of many languages was so 
useful that he readily got a salary of $5,000. 
He was at various times salesman for the 
largest liquor housesin America. He concluded 
to settle down, and became proprietor of a hotel 
at Mankato. 

His second wife was the pretty La Crosse girl 
who now sues him for divorce. His wife is an 
exceedingly attractive German lady, now about 
28 years old, and was much beloved in Minneap- 
olis. After his wife left him Campbeil traveled 
for Aschermann & Co., the Milwaukee wholesale 
cigar dealers, but for some reason he left them 
and drifted back to oan tee where he 
smothered his pride and took a piace as bar- 
keeper in Charlie Bache’s Hamburg Hall. He 
left that place, but did not seem to 
be out of means. Yesterday, as he walked 
the streets, he was the picture of the Eng- 
lish lord. He wore a shining silk hat, 
excellent elothes, and a heavy gold chain, He 
was portly and dignified, and twirled a gold- 
headed cane. His flowing gray side whiskers 
added to his impressive make-up. Ashe talked 
with his attorney he rattled a pocket full of 
money in a suggestive manner. He will an- 
swer in the case, and make a strong defense. 
Various residents of Minneapolis, who are well 
acquainted with Campbell, say the story of his 
family connections is no fiction; that he is real- 
ly an extraordinary, but somewhat peculiar, 
man. He has spent a great deal of money in his 
life, and his little son, the present plaintifi’s off- 
spring, is the next heir to about £350,000.

In the absence 
of President Francis R. Rives, who was pre 
vented by a recent domestic sorrow from attend- 
ing, the chair was filled by Vice-President Vir- 
ginius Dabney. The menuincluded nine courses 
with wine. 


Among the prominent persons present were 
Prof. Richard M. Venable, Professor of Law in 


Johns Hopkins University, of Baltimore; the 
Hon, John 8. Wise, of Richmond; Linden Kent 
of Washington; Dr. Schmid, of White Plains, and 
Messrs. Charles Steele, H. R. Garden, John W. 
Alexander, William Alexander, Roger A. Pryor, 
Jr., W. W. Flannagan, Dr. Emmett, Dr. George 
L. Harrison, the Rev. Neve H. Steele, of Wap 
pinger’s Falls; Dr. J. Harvey Dew, Dr. Powell, 
the Rev.Joseph Reynolds, Rector of 8t.Stephens’s 
Church, Brooklyn; George W. MeNulty, ona of 
the Brookirn Bridge engineers; Col. Tuomas L. 
Sneed, W. T. Daniell, and Mr. Secretary Robert 
L. Harrison. Grace was said by the Rey. Joseph 
Reynolds. 

Mr. Virginius Dabney, the Chairman, in wel- 
coming the guests, said: “If we have a few 
among us who are not of the University of Vir- 
ginia, tuey are men Whom we are proud to have 
with us. We are glad to see them. I am giad 
to see you—you are glad to see me—we are 
happy to see each other—everybody’s happy. I 
hope you have all been prosperous during the 
past year; if you haven't been”’—an inspired 
voice finished the peroration which breught 
down the house: ‘Then call up-hie-on Dabney.” 

The Hon. John S. Wise said it was avout 20 
years since he left the university. He remem- 
bered always taking a great interest in every- 
thing that did not require study. There were so 
many secret societies with Latin mottoes in the 
university that if a student belonged to enough 
of them he couldn’t help acquiring a fair knowk 
edgeof Latin. He remembered best the motto 
of the Deedle Society—* Dulce est desipere in 
loco’—which he interpreted: “ Wise is the man 
who knows when and where to get drunk.” 
Latin was useful in many ways. If you hap- 
pened to stray into the backwoods and would 
squirt one of those mottoes at the grangers, 
ee would give you credit for being a man of 
etters. 

One reason why he preferred the University 
of Virginia beyond any other was that it pro- 
duced the genius who crystalized an idea—and 
one idea a century is enough for any Univer 
sity: “Getting drunk and falling in love are 
alike in this—we are horritied when any one cise 
detects the symptoms, but the sensations are de- 
licious.”” 

Prof. Venable told interesting reminiscences 
of the university, and indulged in some bumor 
ous comparisons of the North and South, in 
which the North suffered the most. Mr. Linden 
Kent, Col. Sneed, and others induiged in further 
bumorous remarks, and it was a late hour before 
the last Alumnus betook himself to his rest.

HIS FRIENDS TALKING OF HIS 
PRAOIIOAL JOKES. 


LITTLE EPISODES IN HIS LIFE OF WHICH 
THEY DID NOT TIRE OF TELLING OR 
OTHERS OF HEARING. 


The death of John T. Raymond has been 
pne of the chief topics of conversation intheatric- 
al circles this week. At theGilsey, the Hoffman, 
the Union-Square, the Morton, and all other 
places where the profession are wont to congre- 
gate, there has been constantly repeated over 
the lemonades and the punches, in the little 
knots around each table, the name of one of the 
best known of American comedians. 

Every actor has had a spray of green to tend- 
er to his dead brother, but it was & spray 
from the garden of memory, of iris rather 
than cypress, from a tree that had been tended 
by friendship and watered by merry sympathy 
through long years of professional life. Every 
one of them has had some story to tell and 
has told it, and the honest sadness over his de- 
parture ana that faint faraway guest of om!- 
nous bearing that came dimly into view with the 
words, “Another one of us gone.” was a back- 
ground for the stories that made merriment 
something of a relief. 

* Raymond and I dressed for five yoars in the 
same room,” said Harry Edwards. “It was in 
the California Theatre stock company, in San 
Francisco. Joking was not entirely an amuse- 
ment with John. It wasapassion. Such trifles 
as finding your shoes nuiled to the floor when in 
a hurry, your boots filled with vermilion, or your 
wig grotesquely queered were always to be ex- 
pected. But I never will forget,” and he began 
to laugh at the memory, “one matinée, when we 
were playing with poor Ned Adams in a piece 
called ‘The Clairvoyant.’ 

“McCullough was the villain of the piece. In 
the last act there was a scene in which his vic- 
tims appeared before him. Raymond, Julia Cor- 
coran, somebody else, and myself were the vic- 
tims. We were all in line on a platform. A 
second before we came into view Raymond came 
out of his dressing room, turned our wigs hind 
side before and tipped them over on one side, 
and then took his place. He had turned his wig 
inside out, painted his nose a flery red, puton a 
belt-crowned hat instead of a cockade, and stood 
there with his most serious expression, pointing 
both hands instead of one at McGullough. You 
never saw such arow of guysin your life. The 
audience first. roared, then hissed, and then got 
judignant, and we left the act as it was and rang 
down. : 

“ McCullongh was absolutely afraid of him at 
times. Raymond could do the most grotesque 
things and never crack a smile; look Jike a mute 
ata funeral allthe time. One nightin Virginia 
be was playing Polydor to McCullough’s Ingo- 
mar. n the striking scene where Ingomar 
directs the barbarians to seize Polydor Raymond 
came around the front of the stage, and, instead 
of dropping in front of McCullough and clasp- 
ing bis hands, he dropped, crawled between his 
legs, crawled back, crawled through again, dived 
back, and then circled around him with the 
most piteons look. Well, McCullough began to 
Jaugh, the audience began to Jaugh, and the cur- 
tain went down amid a universal roar. 

“McCullough got back at him for this, how- 
ever. They were playing together in ‘ Monte 
Cristo,’ at the California. Raymond was Cader- 
rousse, the tavernkeeper, and McCullough was 
the Abbé, Before McCullough cameon Raymond, 
instead of reciting his lines, guyed him unmerci- 
fally. 

“*Ah!’ said he, ‘ Behold the Abbé; the mighty 
abbé; the angust Abbé; the real imported article 
in Abbés, and don’t you forget it,’ and so on, and 
50 on, winding up with the cue. M-Cultongh 
came on, they had their scene, and the Abbé, in 
saying farewell, lifted his finger sternly and 
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** All I have tosayto you, John T. Caderrousse, 
is this: Try and be decent if you can. Stop 
your tomfoolery and pay a littie attention to 
your domestic duties. If you will cease staying 
out of nights, bad company, and above all that 
pernicious babit of matching, there may be hope 
ef you yet. Good morning.’” 


“T never think of Raymond without also 
thinking of Matilda Heron,” said McKee Ran- 
kin. “Raymond and Sothern years ago were 
running the St John’s Theatre, in New-

in large letters on a transparency which 
they had rigged up on anold lumber wagon, In- 
side of it they put some musicians, and for 
several hours each day it was driven all over 
town with the musicians tooting like factory 
whistles.

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 13.—The first ses- 
sion of the sixth Parliament of Canada opened 
do-day, Lieut.-Col. Ouimet was unanimously 
chosen Speaker. The House then adjourned until 
to-morrow when the members will visit the 
Senate to learn wry Parliament was assembled. 
The formal ceremonies will be of an imposing 
nature. Lord Lansdowne, the Governor-Gen- 
eral, will preside, the military will turn out, and 
& salute of 18 guns will be fired in honor of the 
event. The Government, which has already done 
considerable to strengthen the Parnellite cause, 


seems determined to forestall efforts in the same 
direction on the part of the Opposition. The 
Hon, J. J. Curran, Member of Parliament, of 
Montreal, a strong Government supporter, has 
given notice of the following motion: 


“That the Parliament of Canada in 1882 adopted 
an address to her Majesty expressing the hope that 
just measure of home rule would be granted to the 
people of Ireland, and that in 1886, by resolution of 
the House of Commons, Canada’s sentiments in 
suid address to her Majesty were earnestly reiterat- 
ed and on again ee that a measure of home 
rule satisfactory to the people of Ireland would be 
passed by the Imperial Parliament, and that such 
measure of home rule has not been granted, but, on 
the eg tot h there has been introduced into the Im- 
perial Parliament a coercion bill exacting most 
stringent coercivé measures for Ireland by which 
the Lrish people will be deprived of rights most 
dear to all ritish subjects; that House has 
learned with profound regret of the introduction 
into the Imperial House of the Coercion bill above 
mentioned, and protests against its adoption as 
being subversive of her Majesty’s subjects in Ire- 
land, and that this House again expresses hope that 
there may be speedily granted to Ireland such meas- 
ure of home rule a@ is enjoyed in Canada; that this 
concession would fittingly crown the jubilee year; 
that this resolution be forwarded to Lord Salisbury, 
Prime Minister, and Charles Stewart Parnell.”

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, a slight 
rise in temperature, cast to south winds. 


The gentlomen who have formed a “ com- 
bine” for the purpose of putting an old- 
fashioned elevated railroad through Broad- 
way have matured their plans with great 
eare and skill. The very names of these 
gentlemen, or of some of them, are synonyms 
of boldness and success in great jobs and 
public robberies. Some of them are needy, 
all of them are greedy, and their experience 
- in promoting and managing great enter- 
prises admirably equips them for shaping 
legislation to their will and for riding 
rough-shod over public interests and the 
public rights. If the property owners on 
Broadway propose to make a fight against 
this job we should say that it was high time 
to begin. The strength of the “combine” 
which is pressing it was shown at the Sen- 
ate Railroad Committee hearing on Tues- 
day. Another hearing is to be given to-day. 
If the opposition to the scheme does not 
make itself felt the Senate Committee can 
hardly do otherwise than report the bill 
favorably, which would: be a great and 
practicaily decisive piece of good fortune 
for the “combine.”

It is understood that the Committees on 
‘Cities of the Senate and Assembly are satis- 
fied to report an Electrical Subway bill for 
this city, extending the term of the present 
Commissioners for two years, and adding to 
the board Mayor Hewitt and Commissioner 
of Public Works NrewTon to represent the 
city. Objection is made to making Con- 
troller LOEW a sixth member of the board, 
as provided in the compromise bill pre- 
sented by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Scott, but the committees hesitate to 

strike off his name because no active oppo- 
sition bas been made to him by those in- 
terested in the biil. This is not a proper 
position for the committees to take. Their 
duty is to report a bill under which the 
burial of the wires in this city can be ac- 
complished as speedily as possible. The 
smaller the commission intrusted with this 
work, the more rapidly and easily it will 
move. Toload it down with members for 
whose appointment there is no good reason 
isto clog its movements and to retard its 
work. It is proper that the Commissioner 
of Public Works should be added to the 
board, since the work of the commission 
bas to be done largely with his co-opera- 

tion. It is proper to make the Mayor a 

member of the board, as the Executive of 

the city which is eventually to have the 
supervision of the conduits. There is no 
sufficient reason for the appointment of Mr. 

LOEW, us none of the city’s money is to be 

expended under the law, and he has abso- 

lutely nothing to do with the work of the 
commission. The committees should have 
no hesitation in striking out his name and 
promptly reporting the bill, so that action 
may be taken upon it at once, and the in- 
terrupted work of the commission may be 
resumed, now that the weather is again 
favorable for its prosecution.

The Arnold bill providing for a Constitu- 
ional Convention was passed by the Assem- 

Diy yesterday, only five Democrats voting 

in favor of it. They were probably actu- 

aied by a feeling that some bill for this 
purpose ought to pass and there was no 
hope of any other, and they may also have 
had in view tho moral certainty that it will 
never receive the approval of the Governor. 
This is a partisan measure providing for the 
election of thirty-two delegates at large and 
ene from each Assembly district, but the 
worst objection to it is that it postpones the 
election of delegates till next November and

January. There could be no worse 
time for holding the convention, as 
at that timo the Legislature will be 
in session and the Assembly Chamber 
will not be available for the meetings, 
while tho public records would not be readi- 
ly accessible. By an amendment adopted 
yesterday itis provided that the new Con- 
stitution may be submitted to a vote either 
at the regular election next year or at a 
special election prior thereto, but this does 
not better the case. Tho Presidential can- 
vass would be under way before the elee- 
tion could be held, and it would be a most 
unfavorable time for considering a revised 
Constitution. It is doubtful whether the 
promoters of this bill ever expected it to be- 
come a law, or had any other purpose than 
to defeat tho holding of a convention for 
the present. The course of the Republicans 
in the Legislature on this subject has been 
not only unworthy but exceedingly unwise. 


We have no sympathy to waste on those 
unhappy Democrats who are'trying to prove 
that the record of President CLEVELAND’S 
Administration makes his renomination im- 
possible, though they need sympathy and 
they need help, particularly help. But the 
world goes roughly with them, for the Presi- 
dent never was so strong with the people 
as ho is to-day, and he has never made more 
rapid or solid advancement in the public 
esteem and confidence than during the past 
three months. One sure indication of this 
is the increasing tendency of the news- 
papers in both parties which oppose him 
to descend to personal abuse and black- 
guarding. 


The rush of people to Queenstown eager 
to make their way from Ireland to the 
United States will tend to make this an- 
other famous year of immigration. The 
ebbs and flows in this tide of course depend 
strictly on the social and political influences 
operating in Europe and in this country. 
When either set alone of these influences 
actively favors emigration to America we 
find a good average flow of foreign popula- 
tion to our shores; but when both combine, 
as when oppression or the failure of 
crops exists on the other side of the ocean, 
while plenty and prosperity attract on this 
side, we see the high-water-mark years. 
Such extraordinary epochs were those of 
1842 and 1854; and such again, after the 
great falling off in immigration during the 
civil war, were thefamous years of 1872 and 
1882, the last of which produced the great- 
est inflow of foreign population on record. 
Now, once more, after the hard times which 
succeeded the last-named year, it is well 
understood in Europe that prosperity has 
again begun to return to America. At the 
same time discontent in Ireland is rife, and 
onthe Continent of Europe the fears of war 
are felt. Under these combined influences 
we may see flood tide again in immigration 
during the next few years. 


The report that Russia was collecting 
military stores on the Afghan border with a 
view to active operations has been quickly 
followed by another, that the boundary dis- 
pute with England has been peacefully 
settled. The frontier claimed by Russia on 
the northwest during the last dispute ran 
from Khoja Sale, on the Oxus, to and across 
the Murghab, above Penjdeh, and so on to 
the Persian frontier just north of Kusan. 
It would now appear that Russia makes 
concessions on that frontier, which is an 
important one, being close upon Herat, and 
in exchange gets possession of a southerly 
branch of the Oxus on the northeastern 
frontier, hitherto held by the Afghans. 
Whether the Ameer has been consulted in 
the matter does not appear, but beyond 
doubt any agreement that the two European 
powers have come to must be accepted by 
Afghanistan. To all appearance, the quan- 
tity of territory thus said to be exchanged 
at the northeast and northwest cannot be 
very great; and if it really results in a 
binding compact which will effectually de- 
fine the limit of Russian advance, a great 
triumph of peaceful diplomacy will have 
been reached. But skepticism as to the 
lasting quality of any such arrangements is 
pardonable. 


THE DIQUOR TAX BILL. 

Now that the Governor has vetoed tho 
High License bill and there is no chance 
that any similar measure will become a law 
this year, the Church Temperance Society 
has decided to support the Vedder bill for 
taxing the sales of beverages throughout the 
State, and a strong effort will be made to se- 
cure its passage. As the bill now stands it is 
open to some of the objections which the 
Governorurged against the vetoed measure. 
That is, if makes a discrimination between 
cities and towns according to population, 
dividing them into four classes, thoso 
having 500,000 inhabitants and more, 
which include only New-York 
Brooklyn, those which have more 
than 100,000 and less than 500,000 
inhabitants, in which class Buffalo stands 
alone, cities and towns of from 10,000 to 
100,000 inhabitants, and those having less 
than 10,000. The rate of taxation is dif- 
ferent for each of these classes, and as this 
is purely a revenue measure, the Governor’s 
objections would be much more pertinent 
than in the case of the High License bill. 
It is understood that the bill will be modi- 
fied to meet the objection of inequality of 
burden, anda uniform rate will have to be 
provided for all cities and towns. 

Not only are cities and town classified in 
the bill, but the places subject to the tax are 
also graded into classes, the rate of tax 
being different for cach class. Possibly the 
Governor may regard this as an unrighteous 
discrimination, but as he says in his veto 
message that “a license fee applicable to 
the whole State and based upon the amount 
of business done, and graduated propor- 
tionately, would not be open to the criti- 
cism here suggested,” he may not object 
to the grading of liquor-selling places 
with a different tax for different 
classes. The grading under the bill 
would be made on the declaration of the 
applicant for a tax receipt, signed by him 
and two Commissioners of Excise, that the 
place kept by him “is and ought properly 
to be considered and classed as a place of 

| the class specified therein.” There are also

$200, and $100, respectively, for three 
classes of places; for the sale of wines 
$100 and 50, respectively,

and more, for the sale of spirituous liquors 
$150 and $100, respectively, for two classes 
of places; for the sale of wines $75, and for 
the sale of malt liquors $30, for all places; 
in all other places the rates are $100 for 
selling spirituous liquors, $60 for selling 
wines, and $20 for selling malt liquors. What 
locally uniform rates are to be fixed in 
place of these has not yet been decided. 
Perhaps it may be safe to assume an aver- 
age of $200 for the sale of spirituous 
liquors, $100 for wines, and $50 for malt 
liquors. 

There are no complete excise statistics 
from which the effect of such a measure can 
be calculated. In this city, according to 
Gov. Hit1’s list, there are 8,765 licensed 
places, and as the tax on the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors covers the sale also of wines 
and malt liquors, it is likely that in most 
cases the highest rate would be paid. 
Probably not less than $1,500,000 would 
be derived from the sale of beverages in 
this city for the benefit of the State Treas- 
ury. According to the same authority 
the number of licenses here is be- 
low, rather than above, the average 
in the State in proportion to popu- 
lation, and as the city contains about 
one-fourth the population of the State, it 
seems likely that $5,000,000 or more would 
be gathered in from the liquor traffic if the 
bill should become a law. The difference 
in the effect of this and of the High License 
bill to this city would be quite important. 
Under this the city would contribute 
$1,500,000 or so to the State Treasury. If 
under the high license system there should 
be 3,000 liquor and 5,000 wine and beer 
licenses issued, the city would derive 
$3,500,000 from its own people for its own 
uses in meeting the cost and counteracting 
the effects of the evils entailed upon it by 
the liquor traffic. 

It isto be understood that the proposed 
State tax would interfere in no way with 
the existing license system or the collection 
of the fees at present provided for for local 
purposes. Neither would it necessarily 
prevent the adoption of a high license system 
in the future, though it might make it more 
difficult to attain. The friendssof that 
system will not, however, abate their efforts 
until their object is reached. Theo liquor 
dealers and their political friends in op- 
posing a moderate measure, of limited ap- 
plication, may find that they have only 
promoted a movement for putting still 
greater burdens and restrictions upon their 
business, 


UNDERVALUATIONS AND THEIR 
CAUSE. 

The Senate; committeo having in charge 
the investigation of the question of under- 
valuation of dnutiable imported goods have 
practically completed their inquiries and 
decided on the lines on which they will 
construct a remedial measure. So far as re- 
lates to the question of appraisements, the 
principle by which they will be guided, ac- 
cording to Senator BECK, is that uniformity 
is more important even than entire correct- 
ness. Tosecure this the committee propose 
to abolish the employment of merchant ap- 
praisers in disputed cases, and to establish 
nine general appraisers, three of whom 
shall remain at this port permanently, 
while each of the others shal! be stationed 
atone of the chief ports of entry. From 
the appraisal of any one of these latter an 
appeal shall be to the board at New-York, 
whose decision shall be final so far as the 
Treasury Department is concerned. An im- 
porter feeling himself aggrieved must of 
course have the right of securing a judicial 
decision on certain proper conditions. 

But the committee do not propose to stop 
here. Mr. BECK announces that they will 
suggest some radical changes in the Con- 
sular Service, so that it may be an aid and 
not, as now, a hindrance to the Treasury 
Department. This may well be the most in- 
teresting portion of the committee’s bill. 
The law at present is anomalous. It makes 
the consular certificate as to the correct- 
ness with which prices are given in the in- 
voice of the importer imperative, though it 
isnot conclusive. If it were the latter, of 
course there would be no need of an ap- 
praiser for invoiced goods. This certificate 
of the Consul must go, first, to the fact that 
the prices given in the invoice are those of 
the markets of the country from which the 

goods are shipped, or, second, if the 
goods have not been purchased, but are 
consigned by the manufacturer to his agent 
in this country, then the certificate must go 
to the fact that the price givenis the actual 
cost price. Now, itis plain that to be able 
to give certificates of this sort that are 
worth anything the Consuls must have a 
most remarkable and often an unattainable 
expert knowledge in a great variety of 
trades. That knowledge must extend not 
only to the details of the markets for a vast 
number of different kinds of goods, but it 
must extend to the cost of manufacturing, 
which is often absolutely undetinable. We 
shall be much interested in seeing how Mr. 

BECK or any other Senator of the United 

States proposes to secure Consuls with theso 

qualifications. 

But after the very best possible Consuls 
are secured, after they havo been made 
almost supernaturally capable and honest, 
their certificates will not be accepted as 
final, and the whole question is to be gone 
over by a set of appraisers in the United 
States, who do not, and very often can not, 

| reach a correct conclusion. It is not impos- 


sible that the Senate committee may pro-.

pose changes that will make some improve- 
iment, but they cannot go to the root of the 
evil, which is the “protective,” that is to 
say the oppressive, purpose of the tariff. If 
the duties were levied for revenue the work 
of collecting them would be comparatively 
simple, But they are not; they are levied 
for the prevention of foreign trade. The 
provisions relating to their collection are 
shaped to thisend. The duties being, as o 
rule, made high in order to prevent impor- 
tation, the whole system of invoices,Consular 
certificates, charges at home and abroad, in- 
spection, appraisement, oaths, and the end- 
less complexity of Custom House technicali- 
ties is devised to make that prevention 
more effective, general, and vexatious. 
And with all this it fails because the Gov-

cure agents as sharp and as eager to collect 
the duties as the importers are to evade 
them, and its agents, moreover, have to act 
Within the limits of definite statute, while 
the interested importer takes his chances in 
transgressing those limits. The only radi- 
cal remedy is to collect duties for revenue, 
and revenue only. 

PRL LATE LECCE LTT EO 

CITY COLLEGES, 

The centenary of Columbia was cele- 
brated yesterday with spirit as well as with 
dignity. Therecent and memorable cele- 
bration of Harvard has deprived this of 
some of theclaims to public interest it 
would otherwise have possessed. A collego 
can scarcely plume itself upon its vener- 
ableness in the face of another college twice 
and a half as old as itself, and with a 
much longer list of famous graduates. 
Nevertheless, Columbia is an old col- 
lege, as American colleges go. It is a 
rich college, though by no means 50 rich as 
it would be if it had been enriched in the 
proportion of other American colleges by 
benefaction as well as by inheritance. The 
present Trustees and Faculty are doing 
their part to make it also a live college, 
which it cannot be denied that it has not 
been, considering its advantages of age and 
wealth. Thiscentennial celebration affords 
a, good occasion for inquiring why. 

The truth seems to be that the prevalent 
notion that it is not good fora place of 
education to be established in a great city 
is well founded. There is something clois- 
tral, if not monastic, about the life of a 
student, and such alife cannot be led ex- 
cept under marked disadvantages in the 
atmosphere and among the distractions of 
a great city. The great city has advantages 
of its own, but they do not seem to offset 
its drawbacks. Great libraries and muse- 
ums are, of course, very valuable adjuncts 
to places of education, and citiés offer these 
for their colleges when the colleges do not 
possess them for themselves. Most specialand 
technical studies can be much better pur- 
sued in crowded towns than in villages or 
in towns that exist mainly as dependencies 
of their colleges. The famous schools of 
medicine are all situated in capitals, for 
the obvious reason that the hospitals there 
offer the widest range of practice and illus- 
tration, and that the most eminent Profess- 
ors are, in our day at least, among the 
busiest and most skillful practitioners. In a 
less degree this is true of the law schools, 
and of the places of technical education, 
of which the School of Mines at Co- 
lumbia is an instance. But what is true 
of professional studies to which men of ma- 
ture age betake themselves in order to 
learn directly how they are to get their liv- 
ingsis by no means necessarily true of col- 
leges. Even when these call themselves 
universities and assume that their under- 
graduates know what théy want and mean 
to pursue their object with the diligence 
that aman is forced to show in his own call- 
ing, the assumption is not always justified. 
The age at which young Americans en- 
ter college, though it is gradually in- 
creasing, leaves them still boys, with 
all the special temptabilities of boys. Of 
many Freshmen, if not of a majority, it may 
be said, as one candid undergraduate said of 
himself, that they do not come to college to 
learn, but to be taught. When a college is 
a little world of which all the social inter- 
ests are connected with the business of the 
place, andin which a student is a student 
by day and by night during term time, the 
place comes to have an atmosphere of its 
own, and that is the atmosphere of study. 

Where the connection of a student with 
his college lasts only during the hours of 
recitation it seems inevitable that his in- 
terest in the college and his attachment 
to it should be weaker than if college 
society and “college politics” occupied his 
hours of relaxation. There is the same 
difference between a college in which stu- 
dents reside and one which they merely 
attend as arises in a boarding school be- 
tween boarders and day scholars, who are 
estecmed to have only an imperfect and 
rudimentary connection with the school 
community. 

These considerations may partly explain 
the fact that efforts to establish great. uni- 
versities in great cities have’ generally 
failed. Of the fact there can be no doubt. 
The University of London and its affiliated 
colleges are of small account compared with 
Oxford and Cambridge. Géttingen and 
Heidelberg still hold their own against 
the University of Berlin. With American 
colleges the case is stronger. American 
colleges owe their prosperity to the 
warm and active interest of their 
Alumni. ‘“‘The thoughts of youth are 
long, long thoughts,” and there is 
no impulse at once more natural and 
more creditable to a man who has prospered 
in the world, and who traces any share in 
his success to the place in which he was ed- 
ucated, than todo something to discharge 
his debt of gratitude toit. But that he 
may have this feeling of attachment it 
seems to be almost necessary that he shall 
have been fully identitied with his college, 
and that his “‘ college life” shall have been 
really his life during the period it covers. 
As a matter of fact the rich graduates 
of Yale and Harvard have been much 
more bountiful to their colleges than the 
graduates of Columbia. Even here, in the 
city in which Columbia has just completed 
its century, it is easy for the casual New- 
Yorker to name half a dozen Yale men or 
Harvard men who take an active and con- 
spicuous interest in their colleges for one 
Columbian who takes an active interest in 


his college. This comparativo apathy those 
who are trying to enlarge the scope and ex- 
tend the nsefulness of Columbia will be apt 
to find a formidable obstacle to their en- 
deavors, 


THE NEW WAR SHIPS. 

Tho promptness with which the Navy De- 
partment has invited proposals for the con- 
struction of the five new vessels authorized 
at the last session of Congress is noticeable. 
The call was issued within five weeks of 
the approval of the'act making the appro- 
priations, and the completed plans and 
specifications for bidders on all the vessels 
are to be ready by Juuel. The contrast be- 
tween this rapidity of preparation and the 
long delay over the former series of new 
vessels undertaken by Secretary WHITNEY 
is marked. One reason for it is of course to 
be found in the fact that the Newark, which 
is readvertised, has her plans already about 
complete, while the two new gunboats are 
to be nearly duplicates of Gunboat No. 1, 
now under construction. Another reason is 
doubtless that even althongh the designs 
for Cruisers No. 4 and No. 5 have yet to be 
prepared, the department will take them 
up with the confidence that comes of pre- 
liminary study, experience, and success. 

The methods adopted by Secretary Wurt- 
NEY are thus already justified. In calling 
a board of experts, in the Summer of 1885, 
to consult on plans for the new cruisers au- 
thorized by the Congress that had adjourned 
in March, he informed the board that the 
very first necessity was ‘‘to proceed with 
great caution, and to take no step without 
its being absolutely a sure one.” And 
again he insisted that “until we have in- 
formed ourselves that the thing which we 
adopt is the wisest and best, after examin- 
ing thoroughly what others have done, I do 
not propose to take any step.” The long 
delay which resulted was sharply criticised, 
and was contrasted with the vigor which 
had characterized the giving out of 
contracts for the Roach cruisers. But 
it was the old story of haste making 
waste. Those first cruisers are not yet 
completed, and were subjected to various 
alterations while building. The second 
set, the fruit of long previous study of 
plans, made an enormous advance on the 
guaranteed ‘speed of the first set. Now at 
last we come to the third set, which are not 
only to have all the speed advantages of 
the second, but are confidently hurried 
forward with a dispatch founded on the 
previous deliberation. The type of Gun- 
boat No. 1 has been so generally approved 
that Congress has not hesitated to call for 
two duplicates without looking for im- 
proved models, although any improvements 
which may have suggested themselves will 
go into the new plans now in course of 
preparation. 

The chief interest in this third series of 
new steel vessels belongs to the cruisers 
known as No. 4 and No. 5. The remarkable 
feature of these two vessels is that the con- 
tractor for each must guarantee a maximum 
speed of at least 19 knots per hour. His 
zeal is to be further stimulated by receiving 
an addition of $50,000 to the contract 
price for every quarter knot she makes 
above this guaranteed maximum and a 
deduction of $50,000 for every quarter knot 
she falls below it. In the act of Congress 
the tonnage of these two vessels is not 
specified, but the invitation for proposals 
puts them at 4,000 tons each, or the size of 
the Newark. If the result should be the se- 
curing of two 19-knot cruisers the navy 
would have something to boast of. 

The remaining feature of special interest 
in this new series of vessels is the provision 
of Congress that, if practicable, of the four 
vessels known as Cruisers No. 4 and No. 5 
and Gunboats No. 3 and No. 4, one shall be 
built on or near the Pacific coast, two on or 
near the Atlantic, and one on or near the 
Gulf of Mexico, ‘or the waters connecting 
therewith.” This last phrase would take 
in, among others, the St. Louis builders, 
who could easily construct a gunboat, 
while the Union Iron Works, of San Fran- 
cisco, are already showing that steel 
cruisers can be built on the Pacitic. 


For the public amusement it might per- 
haps be wished that the Park Commission- 
ers would continue to investigate each 
other. ‘The spectacle of eminent citizens, 
even if their eminence be only official, 
squabbling and calling each other names is 
a grossform of entertainment, suited only 
to the unrefined, but highly attractive to 
them. It must be owned that, such 
as it is, the Park Department has fur- 
nished it in abundance for many years. 
At present the investigation of Commis- 
sioner CRIMMINS threatens, or promises, 
to become an inquisition into the motives 
of Commissioner PowrErRs. There is some 
plausibility in the charge that that official 
is actuated less by public virtue than by 
the resentment of his private griefs. Never- 
theless it may be for the public good as 
well as for the public amusement that the 
work of recrimination should goon. There 
is an ancient saying which it would be un- 
civil to quote with reference to the Park 
Commissioners, but which in effect assures 
us that itis well for the public that they 
are not always in harmony. 


THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY. 

From the Pillsburg Commercial Gazetle, April 12. 

The work of erecting the Carnegie Library 
in Allegheny was about to be commenced when 
it was discovered that it would be impossi- 
ble to complete the building in accordance 
with the present elaborate plans and 
have the outlay come within the sum given 
by Mr. Carnegie for the purpose. Mr. 
Smithmeyer, the architect, was accordingly 
ordered to make changes so as to bring the ex- 
 prewen within the sum. A meeting of the 
ibrary Commission was held last Saturday, at 
which Mr, Andrew Carnegie was present. Mr. 
Smithwmeyer had concluded that he could 
reduce the expense $10,000 by making 
the tower of iron instead of granite. 
Mr. Carnegie asked Mr. Smithmeyer if he 
was sure he could not build a granite tower 
wishout anadditional expense of $10.000, “* Quite 
certain,” replied the architect. *‘* Then, gentle- 
men,” replied Mr. Carnegie, in a subdued but 
impressive way, “ we'll Jet the granite tower go 
up. We'll finish the building in accordance with 
the original plans whatever it may cost.”

AN INDIANA DOCTOR MYSTIFIED.

BAD NOMINEES BEATEN. 


MACHINE POLITICIANS RECEIVE A SET 
BACK IN NEW-BRUNSWICK. 

NEw-Brunswick, N. J., April 13.—A re. 
count of the votes cast yesterday will be neces- 
sary before it can be determined who is Mayor 
of this city, William S. Strong or Frank L. Jane- 
way. It wasl1o’clock this morning before the 
result of the election was known with any pos- 
sible degree of accuracy. Then the figures 


varied. The Repnblicans claim the election of 
Janeway by a majority of 4, and the Democrats 
claim Strong’s election by 11 votes. It is theughs 
that Janeway’s claim to the election can he sap- 
ported, as the figures all go to-proveit. Besides, 
the Republicans have undon»ted evidence of 
frauds at the polls. Alfred Garland has sworn 
out an affidavit alleging that bis Republican 
ballot vas slipped ont of the inspectors hands 
and was not placed in the ballot box. Other men 
will make affidavits to similar effect. 

The frauds were in the Sixth Ward. In the 
Second Ward, at the First District, the returns 
were delayed until after 12 o'clock, and until all 
the other returns were in. This is considered 
suspicious. The Second District ballot box was 
deposited in the private office of Chief of Police 
Fouratt. instead of with the City Clerk, as re 
quired by law. Fouratt is one of the members 
of the Democratic ring. It has also been de- 
veloped that to some of the ballot boxes thers 
exist a half dozen duplicate keys, in whose pos- 
session is not known. It was started, too, this 
afternoon that affidavits had been made by two 
men who saw men tampering with the boxes in 
the City Clerk’s office, but the Chairman of the 
Republican Executive Committee Enows nothing 
about this. 

The tight for Janeway was made by the respect- 
able people of the city, who determined te cown 
Mayor Strong. a man of bad reputation, who 
was the candidate of the worst elements in the 
city. Janeway is a Cleveland Republican, a 
man of the strictest integrity. and a mana 
facturer who received the almost unanimons 
vote of his large force of employes. Strong’a 
last majority was 1,000. 

The Republicans re-elect by 200 majority 
Charles T. Warner. a man of excellent reputa- 
tion, who ran 500 ahead of the ticket. Inde 
pendent voters, however, defeated Mitchell, 
their candidate for Recorder. who is one of an- 
other gang of corrupt politicians. H.C. Hon- 
sei], his opponent, had 100 more majority than 
Mitchell had votes Capt. Castner, who had 
been accused of favoritism in performing his 
duties as Assessor, was defeated by Charles 
Dunn, Democrat. 

There never was an election at which results 
were so badly mixed. Voters out loose from 
party rule everywhere and every bad nomines 
made by the machine was beaten. Delaney, a 
Labor candidate for Alderman, was also beaten 
by & majority equal to his vote. Of the new men 
who were elected to the Board of Aldermen not 
one can be called a politician, The board is now 
composed almost entirely of practical busmess 
men. 


THE MOLDERS STRIKE. 


MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMTT« 
TEE IN CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 13.—The Exeenu- 
tive Committee of the Stove Founders’ Defense 
Association met here to-day and adjourned te 
meet to-morrow in Detroit, because several 
Michigan founders do not seem to take kindly 
to the proposition to take into their shops the 
patterns of Bridge, Beach & Co., of St 


Louis, whose molders are on <a strike. 
The: meeting here accomplished little, if 
anything. It is expected that the Detroit 
meeting will result in bringing the Michigan 
founders into line. The Secretary of the Mold- 
ers’ National Union telegraphed here to-day ask- 
ing for a conference, but the committee decided 
not to confer. The Bridge, Beach & Co. pat- 
terns have not been brought here yet, but soma 
of them will be, and then it is supposed the 
molders will strike, as surface indications point 
to such a course, In that event the foundries 
will shut down, anticipating which tne molders 
have been earning all they can preparatory toa 
lock-out. 


PitrsspurG, April 13.—The war between 
the stove molders and the manufacturers has 
reached Pittsburg, and from present indications 
there will baa general strike within a few days. 
The manufacturers have made a bold and de- 
fiant move. They have formed an alliance 
known as the Stove Founders’ National Defense 
Association, and this organization is conducting 
this warfare on the part of the manufacturers, 
To-day the manufacturers in this city members 
of the Defense Association received a confiden- 
tial circular from D. M. Thomas, Secretary 
of the Defense Association, dated at Louisville, 
April 11. The circular, after reviewing the 
strike at St. Louis which resulted from the 
wen first making a demand for 15 per cent. ad- 
vanee, states that the patterns of the boycotted 
St. Louis firm, Bridge, Beach & Co., will be sent 
to all the manufacturers in the country, and 
that on a certain day the firms will be notified 
by telegraph to have moldings made from the 
same. The molders in this city say they will re- 
fuse to mold from these patterns and thatany 
attempt to force them to do so will precipitate a 
strike in all the foundries of the country, 


A WHOLE FAMILY KILLED. 

Ermira, N. Y., April 13.—The village ot 
Barton, Tioga County, was the scene of an acct 
dent about 5 o’clock this afternoon, by which 
three persons were instantly kiled. The acci- 
dent occurred at a highway crossing over the 
Erie Railway, and was caused by the careless- 
ness of one of the victims in driving on the track 
in front of an express train running 45 miles an 
hour, Taylor, a rich farmer. aged about 
GO years, one of the most prominent citizens in 
the county, in company with his wife, 
aged 58, and their. son, aged 15, 
were driving across the track In a plat 
form wagon, when the train struck the 
vehicle, cutting it loose from the horses, whicb 
escaped unhurt. The occupants of the wagon 
were instantly killed, all of their skulis being 
crushed, the old man’s head being reduced al- 
most toa pulp. The remains ol the woman were 
carried three-quarters of a mile on the engine 
before being found. Mr. Taylor was a one armed 
veteran of the late war, and was highly regarded 
bv the Grand Army of the Republic.

It is unnecessary to remind 
abitual operagoers of the sensation which 


cared in this opera at the Academy of Music. 
Their work was theu hailed as the perfection 
of the art of bel canto, and every lover of 
pure vocal achievement hastened to hear 
it, It is only necessary to say now to 
the hakitual operagoer that the 
of the two great artists has lost nothing. ‘Semi- 
ramido” is not an opera which appeals forcibly 
to the lover of significant and intrinsically valu- 
able music. The overture is an excellent piece 
of work, and will stand when the re&tof the 
opera falls, and there are some numbers in it 
which are full of delightful melody, while the con- 
certed piece “Giuro ai numi” is cast in a higher 
mold than the other parts of the work. ‘ Semi- 
ramide,” however, can be better classedasa vocal 


concerto than as an opera. It is written for the 
display of exceptional voices and uncommonly 
florid execution. Even the baritove réle of 
Assur is constrneted in this manner. It is, 
therefore, a most admirable vehicle for the ex- 
hibition of such powers as those or Mme. Patti 
The great queen of sopranos 
never shines with more brilliant lustre than she 
does as the lovely Babylonian Queen. The 
perfection of her art is in this part ex- 
hibited to the greatest advantage. Her 
marvelous judgment as to the precise quan- 
tity and quality of tone, her unerring 
fidelity of intonation, the absolutely mathe- 
matical precision of her runs, and the mellow 
purity of her cantabile are all heard in their 
higbest finish. Never was singer more suited to 
the song. Even Rossini, the composer, was 
filled with admiration for Patti's rendering otf 
ler share of this work, and inserted a specially 
written cadenza which she now habitually gives. 
There is little opportunity for the display of 
acting, but every opeuing for the exhibition of 
vocal facility. Last night Mme. Patti de- 
lighted the large andience, which swarmed 
up to the furthest heights of the opera house in 
an unbroken mass, with a wonderful outpour of 
vocal achievement, And while she made every 
one happy in this way, she pleaser all musically 
instructed persons by the artistic discretion 
with which she combined her efforts with those 
of Mme. Scalechi. The noted contralto bas 
recently been iil, and she has unquestionably 
lost a little flesh. This, however, does not at 
all detract from her appearance, and perchance 
adds toit for the purposes of such réles as Ar- 
sace. Mine. Sealchi was extremely agreeable 
to the eye in looks and bearing. Her voice 
bas suffered no impairment from her illness. It 
was in excellent condition last night and filled 
the large auditorium of the Metropolitan Opera 
House easily. The upper register of Mme, 
Scalchi’s voice, as has been noted before, is not 
as good as the lower, but her management of it 
entitles her to the highest praiso as an 
artist. The lower half of her voico is a 
source of unceasing pleasure. The tones, 
with their delicious combination of the 
finte and clarionet qualities, are so full and rich 
that they thrill every hearer. The contralto 
was in the best of spirits last night and exerted 
herself to give a superb performance of Arsaces, 
and she succeeded. As given by Mine. Patti and 
Mme. Scalchi, ‘‘ Semiramide” falls almost wholly 
on their shoulders; hence, last night was an even- 
ing of unbroken pleasure. It began when 
Mme, Patti sang with Signor Abram- 
off “Di tanti regi.” Then came Mme. 
Scalchi’s noble rendering of ‘‘Oh, come da quel 
di’ and “D’un tenero amore.” After this came 
Mme. Patti's famous ‘Bel raggio” and “ Dolce 
nensiero,” which, as is their wont, aroused the 
ouse to a high piteh of enthusiasm. The climax 
of the tirst act was reached, of course, in the 
‘*Serbami ognor,”’ which the two great signers 
gave with splendid brilliancy of execution and a 
royal wealth of tone. The concerted number, 
“Giuro ai numi”’ was well sung, and the tinale 
of the first act was given with spirit 
and precision. The scene between Semiramis 
and Arsaces inthe first part of the second act 
was a shining example of recitativo singing, and 
was followed by an exceptionally tine de- 
livery of the duet “ Giorno Vorrore.” This is the 
climax of the opera, as Mme. Patti and Mme. 
Sealchi sing it. Last night it moved the 
house to a storm of applause, which brought 
the two artists several times to the foot- 
hghts to bow their acknowledgements and 
finally compelled a repetition. The duet ‘Tu 
serena” brought this sceno toa fitting conclu- 
sion, and the final episode at the tomb of Ninus 
was given with admirable spirit.

WILSON BARRETI’S ENGAGEMENT. 

Mr. Wilson Barrett revived ‘‘ Claudian” 
at the Star Theatre last evening, and that pict- 
uresque, romantic play of Messrs. Wills and 
Herman may be seen there again to-night. Itis 
worth seeing. In‘ Claudian” the acting of Mr. 
Wilson Barrett and®Miss Eastlake is more satis- 
fying than in any other play of their repertory, 
and the piece, both as a spectacle and as a fable, 
is more interesting and attractive than ‘‘Clito.” 


Mr. Barrett's impersonation of the hero is re- 
markably fine and expressive, both as the ar- 
rogant voluptuary of Byzantium in the prologue, 
and as the weary wanderer of the later 
episodes. Ihe part suits his manner of 
speech and action, for his habit of 
posing decidedly adds to the effectiveness of the 
performance, and his studied declamation, which 
is always perfectly ciear and intelligible, does 
not seem inconsistent with the character or his 
surroundings. Only in one scene is the actor’s 
deticiency of emotional foree perceived. The 
note of true passion is lacking in Claudian's 
declaration of love to the blind Almida, and Mr. 
Barrett's acting in this passage seems to us shal- 
low andinsincere. Otherwise be does not failfat 
avy point, and his performance is symmetrical, 
graceful, aud even fascinating. 

The house was not crowded last evening, but 
the audience was a fairly large and very sympa- 
tnetic one. The performance went forward 
smoothly, and was in every way equal to that of 
last Autumn. The many charming pictures re- 
vealed in the progress of the drama were warm- 
ly admired, and the wonderful earthquake, as 
hitherto, caused & great deal of enthusiasm. 
“Hamlet” will be the play to-morrow night, and 
on Saturday night Mr. Barrett’s 1mpersonation 
of Claude Melnotte may be seen for the first and 
only time in New-York.

The 
revival of ** The Taming of the Shrew,” however, 
isa success which has heen cue to dramatic tn- 
teliigence alone, and the play came forth to 
stand or fall as written by William Shakespeare 
and adapted by Augustin Daly. 

The manager, in his sonvenir, modestly at- 
tributes the run to the “contemporaneous spirit 
of the play.” The fact is, however, that it is duo 
to the contemporanedus spirit of Mr. Daly. A 
great many men have sail ‘that Shakespeare 
wrote for all time. A véry few wen have prac- 
tically appreciated the fact, and of these Mr. 
Daly isone. Thereis no play in the Shakespearean 
list which is not a play of to-day, because hu- 
man natnre has changed little, if any, The things 
that have changed are the manners, customs, 
and taste of the public, and if the plav is to be 
made modern these facts must be taken into 
consideration. It is useless to attempt to make 
Shakespeare real by presentingit to-day asit was 
presented when Romeo woord Juliet on a bare 
stage, in the shadow of a signboard which said 
“This is Verona.” It is useless to attempt to 
make human the utterances of his characters 
when the actor strides alang aline of his verse. 
stops, looks over the edge at the ena, and then 
jumps down upon the next line and continnes his 
promenade, 

Tt is true that with the non-subtle anditor the 
modernization of some of the master dramatist’s 
work would be difficult, since the modern auditor 
in a hurrying commercial era is prone to grow 
weary of monologne, however rich it may be in 
thought, and desires a quicker attaininent of 
the dramatic effect of the dramatic cause. “ The 
Taming of the Shrew,” however, is largely 
freo from philosophical lucubrations, and 
is in a measure contemporaneousiy writ- 
ten. Its dialogne is crisp and rapid and 
its characters talk about each other and the 
events of the play withont taking up the time of 
the andience in egotistical abstractions. Con- 
sequently it was easier to modernize this comedy 
than some others. But the keen discernment 
with which the work has been done, the preser- 
vation of the full archaic flavor in the play that 
is of to-day, is a bit 6f work that is delightful, 
not more from what it actually is than from 
what it indirectly tells. 

The most important lesson of the run, how- 
ever, is a practical business lesson. There is no 
dogma in the theatrical business ‘more deyontly 
believed in than that which describes its abso- 
lute uncertainty. The reai fact is that a large 
percentage of that uncertainty is due, not to any 
quality of the business itself, but to the lacking 
capacity of the men engaged init. Itis not 
probable that a problem in which there are as 
many unknown quantities as are in the theat- 
rical one will soon, if ever, obtain an exact solu- 
tion. It is none the less true, however, that 
that uncertainty is reducible in avery large 
meaaure. 

One “45 1 in reduction “The Taming of the 
Shrew” admirably exemplifies—the minutiw of 
stage management. Many plays have failed 
which, with the same cast, subjected to sucn 
stage managemnet as every movement, glance, 
finger motion, and word of last night's perform- 
ance exemplified, would have succeeded. Their 
failure has been quoted to show the uncertainty 
of the theatrical business when it shonld have 
been laid at its proper door, the incompetency 
of the supervising management. A man- 
ager is an artist who paints a picture 
with actors. Given a good picture to paint he 
should use his brushes with a trained hand and 
not leave the actors to make their own marks. 
The successful effect of any given play depends 
upon a number of forces, the actors harmonions- 
ly adjusted in accordance with artistic law. The 
actor cannot see this as a rule, because he looks 
at the whole through the lens of his own part, 
and his visionis usually false. Upon the domi- 
nating intelligence of the manager or stage 
manager, the result depends. 

Concerning the good picture or good play ex- 
actly the same thing is true, and the man who 
denies it might as well, in the face of existing 
facts, deny the accuracy of the multiplication 
table. Play after play is put on which fails be- 
cause it violates clear laws of construction. Its 
failure is laid at the door of “theatrical uncer- 
tainty,” when the blame belongs to the lacking 
intelligence of the author or the man who 
prepares it for production. The funda- 
imental laws of construction exist some- 
where. Thisis proved by the universal phrase 
which ascribes to this man or that ‘‘a keen 
dramatic instinet.’” In any direction of thought- 
fulinquiry “instinct” is merely the perception 
oflaw; the stage of knowledge which precedes 
the formulation of the law. Already a consider- 
able number of universal laws, laws of the andi- 
ence, can be formulated. When plays violate 
them, therefore, and fail, the blame should lie 
not against the business of play-producing, but 
against the violators of the law. 

It is net intended to say that the uncertainty 
as to the result in piay-production can be en- 
tirely removed. Bunt itis intended to say that it 
can be largely diminished as jt exists at present. 

There was no uncertainty about the produc- 
tion of last night, however. If Mr. Daly had 
vitalized the play his troupe vitalized quite as 
vigorously the characters. Miss Rehan was 
never more spiritually vicionsa nor divinely ten- 
der; Drew was never more lustily loving or 
shrewdly the lout. Itis useless to particularize 
the merits of a performance in which even the 
“business” of a supernumerary was worthy 
of study. The performance was like the 
work of a great composer interpreted by an ad- 
mirably trained orchestra, in which every tone 
had its proper artistic erade—a picture in which 
the values were perfectly preserved. Emerson 
said that the underlying laws of all the arts are 
the same, and Mr. Daly’s performance proves it 
for the drama. 

A feature of the evening was a souvenir given 
each lady. It was a book printed from the 
prompter’s copy of the play, adorned by pho- 
togravures of Miss Rehan, Drew, and the sup- 
per scene in the last act.

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MINISTERS TALK POLITICS 


PROHIBITION IN THE NEW- 
YORK EAST CONFERENCE. ., 

AN INDORSEMENT OF THE THIRD PARTY 
DEFEATED AFTER A LONG AND SPIR- 
ITED DISCUSSION. 


ference of the Methodist Episeopal Chureh at 
Mount Vernon, yesterday, Rufus T. Cooper, Ed- 
ward R. Foley, Charles Paulsen, Odell H. Sinith, 
William E. Smith, and Edward 0. Tree were ad- 
mitted on trial, and the Rev. Drs. M. L. Scudder, 
L. 8. Stowe, and R. H. Loomis were put pon the 
superannuated list. The Conference then rushed 
headlong into the debate on the minority re- 
port of the Conference Temperance Committee, 
which was submitted on Tuesday. The church 
was crowded, and the greatest interest was man- 
ifested in the debate, Everyboly understood 
that the one question on which there was to be 
any fight at all was the incorporation into the 
report of the clause commending and indorsing 
the work done for temperance by the Prohibition 
Party. As it turned out, the whole debate was 
really upon the party lines, although those op- 
posed to the report having any political bias 
whatever stood upon the ground that no mani- 


festo should issue from a Methodist body which 
should recommend to the people at large any 
political party or seem to embrace the cause of 
any such party. 

The venerable Dr. Curry, in opening the de- 
bate, said he did not want himself put down as 
favoring any particular political party. He was 
prohibition first and last, but if the Republicans 
should put the prohibition plank in their plat- 
form he would vote the Republican ticket. Hoe 
was in sympathy with everybody moving on 
this subject of prohibition, no matter who they 
were. “Tsay to the high-license men, ‘hit ’em 
again’ ” said he, as he took his seat. 

The Rev. Dr, Buckley, leader of that section of 
the Conference which was opposed to the prohi- 
bition clause in the report, said he recognized a 
distinction between a Methodist in his individnal 
capacity and the opinion of thecorporate church. 
It would never do for a resolution to emanate 
from the Conference binding every member of it 
to esponse the cause of the Prohibition Party, 
As @ matter of tact no resolution would bind 
anybody. Every man woukl vote any 
ticket he wanted to vote inspite of allresolutions 
indorsing the party of Prohibition. Dr. Buckley 
concluded by exhorting his brethren to contine 
themselves to the indorsement of the broad 
principles of temperance and to let the political 
parties alone. He, for one, did not want a 
resolution of the New-York East Conference to 
go abroad which would antagonize the whole 
Republican Party. Dr. Buckley moved to strike 
out the obnoxious clause, and offered a uew 
clause in place of that which,in the minority 
report, began by stating that the Conference 
Was unalterably opposed to the High License 
bill. » The proposed clause was as follows: 

Weare unalterably opposed to the enactment of 
laws that propose by liceuse or otherwise to reg- 
ulate the drink trafilc, because they provide for its 
continuance and afford no protection against its 
ravages, We hold that the proper attitude of 
Christians toward this traffic is one of uncompro- 
mising opposition, and while we do not presume to 
dictate to our people as to their political affiliations, 
we do express the opinion that they should not per- 
mit themselves to be controlled by party organiza- 
tions that are managed in the interests of the liquor 
traffic. 

Tho Rev. William H. ‘Boole, champion of the 
Prohibition element in the Conference, made a 
rousing speech for the adoption of the minority 
report as submitted. Mr. Boole denied that the 
Republican Party had done anything for pro- 
hibition. The Republicaus never spent a cent 
for the great cause. Who had done all that had 
been done? Thethbird party and the women. 
Mr. Boole thought the report should go forth as 
instructions to the people. The Roman Catholic 
Church did not hesitate on this point. The Pro- 
hibition Party was a great fact which should be 
recognized by the Church of John Wesley. 
** Let’s say and do what’s right,” cried Mr. Boole, 
excitedly. ‘* We must recognize the Prohibition- 
istsas @ party. God’ has put the Methodist 
Chureh in the advance guard of this great move- 
ment.’ 

The Rev. D. W. Couch thonght the hearts of 
the members of the Conference were indeed be- 
coming hardened when they refused to acknowl- 
edge the great part played in the temperance 
inovement by the Prohibition Party. Mr. Couch 
said he was out and out of the third party. “TI 
voted for Mr. Blaine,” said he, “and never did I 
so ardently desire ey 4 man’s election as his, 
but I’ve given him and his party up now. They 
won't do anything for us.” 

Prof. William N. Rice, of Middletown, Conn., 
said there were some brethren who wanted to 
out the Prohibition label on the great Methodist 
Shurch, but they would never succeed. The 
veto of the High License bill had been received 
in every vile den in New-York with hosanuas to 
Gov. Hill and doxologies to the devil. After 
further discussion by the Rev. Drs. Pullman, 
George P. Mains, and C. J. North, the miuority 
report, as amended by Dr. Buckley, was adopted 
by a large majority. 

The Rev. Dr. Pullman offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, condemning the utterances 
of Mayor Hewitt upon the advisability of keep- 
ing beer saloons open on Sundays after 1 o’clock.

TO BE SOLD UNDER FORECLOSURE. 

MIDDLETOWN, N, Y., April 13.—The forth- 
coming sale of the property and franchises of 
the Pennsylvania, Slatington and Now-England 
Railroad is an event of much interest to tho 
people of the section concerned in the future of 
the enterprise. The sale isto be made under 
decrees of the United States District Courts of 
New-Jersey and Eastern Pennsylvania, issued 


in foreclosure of a mortgage held by the Metro- 
politan Trust Company of New-York, as Trustee 
tor the bondholders. The company was or- 
ganized under a special charter issued by the 
State of Pennsylvania, and commenced building 
the road about ten years ago. The project con- 
templated a line beginning at Slatington, Penn., 
on the Lehigh Valley Railroad and running east- 
wardly via the Wind Gap to the Delaware River 
and a bridge at Portland, and thence across 
Warren and Sussex Counties, N. J., to the 
New-York State line near Liberty Corners, con- 
necting at that point with the Pine Island 
branch of the Erie Railway system. From Slat- 
ington to the New-York border is about 75 miles, 
and it was proposed to build this link as part of 
a trunk line between the Lehigh Valley coal 
en and New-England via the Poughkeepsie 
bridge, 

Considerable work was done on the new road 
during the years 1881, 1882, and 1883. The 
grading of the roadbed was completed between 
Slatington and Portland, 32 miles, and for about 
one-half that distances the rails were laid. A 
bridge was built over the Delaware River at 
Portland. About 12 miles of roadbed were 
graded in Sussex County, and other work fn the 
way of grading and building viadnets and 
bridges was done at various points on the liue. 
Practically the heaviest part of the work of con- 
struction is already done. : 

Curiosity has been stimulated for several 
weeks past by the operations of a large. corps of 
engineers engaged in inspecting and mapping 
out the line. The members of the party decline 
to be interviewed concerning the business in 
hand. There are rumors afloat naming both 
the Lehigh Valley and Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna Railroad Companies as intending pur- 
chasers, but there are no special reasons appar- 
eut for giving the rumors credence. Another 
theory suggests the probable purchase of the 
road by a syndicatewrepresenting the first mort- 
gage bondholders and havingin view an early 
completion of the work on the lines originally 
proposed, Most ofthe bonds are held by Phila- 
delphia capitalists.

DIRECTORS IN THE DARK. 

BALTIMORE, April 13.— The Baltimore 
and Ohio deal seems to hang fire after the most 
reliable assurances that it was consummated 
two weeks ago. Just what its present status is 
no one seems to know, and interest in it has al- 
most died out. An interesting feature in con- 
nection with the matter is the fact that the 
Directors of the road are as much in the dark as 


the outside public. The men who have heen 
working the deal are President Garrett, Vice- 
President Spencer, and General Counselor John 
K. Cowun. Last month, when the Directors 
met, all these gentlemen were absent 
from the city, and no information was 
obtainable by the Directors. To-day the 
regular monthly meeting took place at the Cen- 
tral building, and although President Garrett 
was in the city he did not attend. Vice-Presi- 
dent Spencer and General Counselor Cowan 
were also absent, so that for two meetings the 
Directors have been unable to carry out their 
intention of officially asking the President about 
the deal. They are all anxious to know what is 
to become of the road which they are supposed 
to direct... As it was, the board transacted rou- 
tine business and declared a dividend of 4 per 
cent. on the main stem and 5 per cent. on the 
Washington branch for the six months ending 
March 31.

WABASH AFFAIRS. 

CuicaGo, April I38.—Judge Cooley, late 
Receiver of the Wabash Road, filed to-day his 
final report of his receipts and disbursements 
from the time of his appointment, Jan. 1, to 
March 31, which is as follows: Receipts, $1,791,- 
945; disbursements, $1,080,661; balance on 
hand, $711,283. The disbursements include 


$231,000 for payrolls and $126,368 for material 
and supplies. The report was referred to Master 
in Chancery Bishop for examination. 

The new Receiver, Gen. McNulta, was author- 
ized to purchase the taxes due on the road in 
Indiana and hold the certificate for the bond- 
holders as against the Purchasing Committee. 
Mr. Crawford made an application to Judge 
Gresham for aruling on the Purehasing Com- 
mittee to pay all the taxes on_ the 
lines east of the Mississippi River, 
amounting to about $300,000, they never 
having been paid by Humphreys and Tutt. The 
Judge was too busy to hear the matter at present.

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FATAL TARGET PRACTICE. 


RESULTS OF THE EXPLOSION OF A SHELL 
FROM THE OMAHA. 

The Japan Gazette of March 18 gives the 
following details of the accident duo to careless 
gnn practice on the United States steamer 
Omaha: “A most lamentable catastrophe oc- 
curred on the island of Ikeshima, about 25 miles 
distant from Nagasaki, on the evening of the 
4th inst., resulting in the death of four Japanese 


andthe wounding in various degrees of seven 
others. Tho circumstaaces of tho case, s0 
far as we have been able to gather, are, 
that the United States steamer Omaha, Capt. 
Relfridge, while on the voyago down from 
Kobe, stopped off Ikeshima for gun practice, 
and ag tishing-boats were scattered about in 
every direction ont to sea, it was decided to put 
up a floating target about fifty yards from tho 
beach, below a binfabont400 feet high, at which 
some 30 shots were fired at a distance of about 
1,000 yards, between the hours of 10 and 11 A, 
M. At the conelusion of the firing, the officer of 
the ship in charge of the target reported that the 
whole of the shells fired had exploded, and the 
ship procecdod on her voyage, arriving here at 
1P.M. Unfortunately, however, shortly after 
the Omaha left, an unexploded shell was found, 
and whilo.a group of resident. natives were 
examining it, it suddenly, through some unex- 
plained cause, exploded, with the fatal result as 
stated above. 

“Dr. Yoshida, Superintendent’of the Nagasaki 
Hospital, and a police officer, accompanied by a 
staff of men, preceeded to Ikeshima to investi- 
gate and report officially upon the matter. Tho 
wounded were examined and attended to, after 
which a post-mortem examination of the dead 
bodies was held. Tho dead were composed en- 
tirely of the male sex, of 8, 13, 19, and 29 years 
of age, respectively. The wounded comprised 
one man, one woman, and two boys seriously, 
and one wowan and two girls slightly injured. 
Even those most seriously wounded are reported 
to be expected to recover. All the wounds aro 
, on the front of the bodies, and were evidently 
8 inflicted while the people were standing together 
in close proximity to tho shell. 

“A private subscription for the wounded and 
the relatives of the dead was made on board the 
Omaha, realizing about $550, in addition to 
which the United States Government will no 
doubt pay any reasonable indemnity to the un- 
fortunate sufferers that may be demanded. In 

lacing a target close to the I[keshima beach and 
Gene at it, no matter what precautions were 
taken to prevent accidents, the Omaha undoubt- 
edly acted wrovgiy, as the Japanese Govern- 
ment has distinctly prohibited gun or @rpedo 
practice within three miles of the shore. 

“The police inquiry showed that four other un- 
exploded shells were found buried in the beach. 
We also learn that the sheli which exploded with 
such fatal results was also found buried in the 
beach, and was carried round to the village in 
the vicinity of the schoolhouse, which building 
was destroyed by the force of the explosion. 
The kamadokoro or cooking place, in a house on 
the island, is also ce a to have been struck 
by a piece of a shell weighing several pounds, 
but whether it was a splint from one of those 
which exploded upon being fired from the ship 
or from the one which exploded accidentally 
afterward we have not been able to learn. 
5 Rear-Admiral ‘Chandler placed Capt. T. O. 
Selfridge under suspension and ordered him to 
proceed by the first steamer to Washington and 
report to the Secretary of the Navy.”

PROTECTION SHOWS ITS OLOVEN FOOT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Of course, itis as clear as sunshine that 
the fishery articles of the treaty of 1871 were 
Py abrogated at the desire and clamor of the New- 
England fishing industry. The home industry 
of the Gloucester fishermen cried out aloud for 
protection against the pauper fisheries of British 
provinces. In the first place, and in order for a 
ie usually benighted people on the tariff question 
to understand the full amount of injury that the 
treaty of 1871 imposed upon the American fish- 


ing industry, I will give some statistics on the 
subject. 

In the fiscal year ending 1885, which was the 
last yéar when the treaty of 1871 was in force, 
the amount of free fish imported into the United 
States was valued at $3,378,896 92. 

In 1886, after the treaty was abrogated, the 
free fish still allowed to come in were of four de- 
scriptions, as follows:

For instance, when fish were 
ee we imported in 1885 no less than32,326,686 
unds of dried cod, haddock, hake, and pollack. 
ut when the treaty terminated and the duty of 1g 
cent a pound had to be paid, the amount fell off 
to 10,998,072 pounds. Assuming that this fall- 
ing off of nearly 22,000,000 pounds of dried fish 
was supplied by the home industry, and 
further assuming that the same amount was 
previously supplied by the New-England fish- 
eries when the treaty existed, or, say, in all 
42,000,000 pounds of this kind of dried fish, it 
then is perfectly clear that the poorest people 
who consumed this fish paid a bonus of 42,000,- 
000 half cents, or $210,000, to the fish industry 
for using the most needed and cheapest kind of 
food. And the case is even worse with pickled 
herrings. Notwithstanding the duty of a dollar 
a@ barrel we still imported 92,000 barrels and 
squeezed $92,000 tax on this essential food. 
owever, this is not the time nor the place to go 
into these shameful impositions. It is enough 
to know and feel that the treaty of 1871, as far 
as it relates to the fisheries, was terminated 
simply as @ sacrifice to the ‘“ Moloch” 
of protection.

JUDGE KELLEY’S OPINION OF 


PRESIDENT’S SELECTIONS. 

In an interview with Congressman Will- 
jam D, Kelley, of Pennsylvania, published in the 
Anniston (Ala.) Hot Blast, occurs the following: 

“Judge, just now there is widespread interest 
in the inter-State commerce law; what are your 


opinions of the eae of the act, and of their 
probable effect?” 

“ On these points I have no opinion that would 
he worth expressing, Noram I likely to have 
ono until the Commissioners shall have con- 
strued the controverted provisions of the act, and 
the courts shall have sustained or reversed their 
construction.” 

“What do you think of the selection made b 
President Cleveland for Commissioners ?” 

“They are all gentlemen of the highest excel- 
lence of character, cach one of whom appears 
to enjoy, pre-eminently, the respect and confi- 
dence of those to whom heis best known. And 
though I can speak of but two of them from per- 
sonal knowledge, I believe the President's selec- 
tion of gentlemen to perform the duties of that 
commission could not have been more judicious- 
ly made. The two of whom I can speak are 
Judge Cooley, whose pre-eminence as a lawyer 
and jurist in connection with the law of corpora- 
tions, and especially railroad corporations, 
fits him beyond any man I know of for the duties 
of that commission. His integrity is absolutely 
unquestioned. The other is my valued personal 
friend, Col. Morrison, late Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, to controversy with 
whom on the question of free trade and pro- 
tection much of the last 10 years of my life has 
been devoted. He; too,isa man of spotless in- 


tegrity.” 
MR. MAXEY FAVORS PROHIBITION. 
Ex-Senator §. B. Maxey, of Texas, like 
Senator Reagan, -has written a letter favoring 
the adoption of the proposed prohibition Con- 
stitutional amendment. He says: ‘The State 
of Texas has complete power over the whole 


question as an integral part of the great poli¢e 
powers never granted to the General Govern- 
ment. The police powers of the State are wholly 
distinct and apart from sumptuary legislation, 
as the people of Texas have the lawful power in 
the mode and manner prescribed by the Consti- 
tution to adopt or reject the proposed amend- 
ment. I propose, as a Jeffersonian Democrat, to 
abide by what Mr. Jefferson laid down as a car- 
dinal principle of Democracy, to wit: ‘ Absolute 
acquiescence in the decisions of the ma- 
jority, the vital principle of republics, 
from which there is no appeal, but to force the 
vital principle and immediate parent of despot- 
ism.’ The only real question involved in the pro- 
posed amendment is, Is its adoption expedient? 
On this the wisest and best men in the State dif- 
fer. Democrats of ability, intelligence, and in- 
tegrity differ. The Democratic Party, as such, 
has nothing, and ought to have nothing, to do 
with the question. As citizens let every man 
exercise his best judgment and vote accordingly. 
I propose to exercise wy right as a citizen, and 
while Ido not have the confidence which some 
have in the efficiency of the measure to the full 
extent claimed forit, I will, in the interest of 
good morals, peace, and prosperity, resolve the 
doubt in favor of that side which seeks the great- 
est good to the greatest number, and vote for the 
amendment.”

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A POLICE CAPTAIN IN LUCK 


HE POUNCES UPON A GREEN 
4 GOODS GANG. 

FOUR BLAND YOUNG MEN AND A 
LARGE SWINDLING BUSINESS AR- 
RESTED BY CAPT. KILLILEA. 

| For threo weeks past Capt. Killilea, of 

the Wost Forty-seventh-strect polico station, has 

‘been watching four young men who lived and 

were carrying on a mysterious business in a flat 

at 332 West Forty-seventh-street, nearly op- 
poaite the precinct house. They were young men 
of prosperous appearance, bland manners, and 
well cut clothes. They had an immense mail. 

They had countryfied visitors constantly coming 

andgoing. They made no acquaintances with 

their noighbors and they told no one what their 
pecullar business was. Capt. Killilea found out 
that they also got scores and scores of letters at 
@ cigar store on Sixth-avenue, near Forty-second- 
street. One of tho men he knew did not bear a 
good name, and on the whole he suspected that 
the richly appareled quartet were sawdust 
Swindlers playing for big money. 

_ At 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning the Captain 
put a squad of policemen at the front and rear 
approaches to the house, and then, with Detect- 
ives Riley, Lawless, and Sweeny, wont into the 
private hallway of the suspected young men’s 
flat without ceremony and without mercy. They 


found the young men, and they found, too, the 
largest assortment of stock in the “ green goods 
buainess thatit has been the luck of any Police 
\ Captain to capture in 20 years. The prisoners 
ve these names and addresses: Joseph Little, 

2 West Forty-seventh-street; Joseph W. Law- 
son, 252 West Twenty-sixth-street; William J. 
Beecher, 227 West Forty-third-street, and George 
Blotta, 330 West Forty-ninth-street. 

The flat iaa double one, the apartments on the 
west side being sumptuously furnished and the 
‘other part being but barely fitted up. The east 
side was the office of the swindlers. There the 
invading policemen found 30,000 stamped ep- 
velopes addressed to people in Western States, a 
fo ‘s mercantile reference list from which ad- 
‘dresses were obtained, letters printed by the 
cyclostyle process, inviting the receiver to buy 
iat. low rates splendidly engraved bank bills, 
printed from genuine plates on genuine paper; 
‘circulars giving directions how to come into 
New-York and stop at certain hotels, meet 
the confidential agents of the dealers 
quietly, pay for the counterfeit etuff 
‘at their own rooms or some private place 
and get out of town without detection. There 
Were books filied with the names of those who 
had bit at the bait, the secret numbers and let- 
‘ters by which they were to be known, memo- 
Yanda about transactions, acyclostyle apparatus, 
stereotype plate imitations of clippings from 
newspapers, ink to print with, and hundreds of 
struck-off impressions of bogus newspaper ex- 
cerpts telling how plates had been stolen from 
the Treasury, and how bills which no expert 
could pronounce counterfeit were being en- 
graved by an unknown crowd of counterfeiters, 
‘whose discovery was an impossible thing. 

And there were thick piles of genuine one,

CROWDING THE CHURCH IN WHICH THE 
FUNERAL SERVICES WERE HELD. 

The sidewalks of Twenty-ninth-street, op- 
posite the Church of the Transfiguration, were 
densely crowded with people before 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The funeral of John T. Ray- 
mond attracted hundreds of his personal friends, 
of whom he had throngs, to the church, and 
members of the theatrical profession, among 
whom it is said that the genial actor never made 
an enemy, flocked in great numbers to pay the 
last token of respect to the memory of their de- 
parted companion. ‘Long before the services be- 
gan the cross-shaped church from which so 
many theatrical people have been car-ied to 
their final resting places was packed to over- 
flowing by a congregation which sat in rever- 
ent silence awaiting tho solemn procession 
of the pall bearers and their sombre burden. 
Never before has a larger throng gathered to do 
honor to the memory of a professional man in 


this city. Ladies in the rear stood on the chairs 
when every pew had been appropriated, and in 
the vestibule men Were crowded together so 
closely that it was almost impossible to move. 
The congregation was a strong testimony to the 
esteem in which John T. Raymond had been held 
during his life and the sincere regret with which 
the news of his death had been received. 

Meantime, while friends and mourners were 
crowding into the church to take part in the last 
sad ceremonies, a little party of relatives and the 
most intimate friends of the dead comedian had 
gathered around the coftin coutaining his re- 
mains in his late residence, 8 East Thirty-ste- 
ond-street. Here at 10 o'clock private services 
were held by the Rev. Dr. Houghton, and Harry 
Edwards, of Wallack’s Theatre, who for years 
was one of Mr. Raymond's most intimate aga 

() 
spoke of his sterling worth as aman, the many 
genial qualities which endeared him to his pro- 
fessional friends, and the loss which his death 
would make felt to all. The services at the 
house were very brief, and after Mrs. Raymond 
had taken a final farewell of the body of the man 
with whom her married life had passed so pleas- 
antly the casket was deposited in the hearse and 
the slow journey to the church began. 

Atabout 10:30 o’clock, when the church was 
filled to its utmost, a dozen little white-surpiiced 
choir boys passed slowly into the building, and 
the choir sang ‘‘ Lord let me know my end.” 
Soon after this the coffin was carried into the 
church. It was entirely covered with black 
cloth, though httle of this could be seen through 
the thick pall of flowers in which it was enveloped. 
White roses, lilies, and white violets composed 
this pail, while the sides of the coflin were fes- 
tooned with smilax and evergreens. The pall 
bearers were A. M. Palmer, Maurice Grau, Henry 
E. Abbey, Arthur Wallack, Charles B. Bishop, T. 
Henry French, J. H. Stoddart, Harry Edwards, 
James Lewis, Dr. Guernsey, Nat C. Goodwin, and 
W. J. Florence. Mrs. John T. Raymond, in her 
thick widow’s weeds, was led into the church 
by Walter A. Lamb, who was Mr. Raymond's 
manager. She was followed by her mother, 
Mrs. Rose Eytinge. The congregation rose and 
stood while the coffin was borne down the aisle 
and deposited in front of the altar, the Rev. Mr. 
Houghton repeating in measured tones the open- 
ing lines of the Episcopal service for the dead, 
“T am the resurrection and the life.” During 
the service, which was read in alow and im- 
pressive voice by the Rector, the great throng in 
attendance, uncomfortably crowded as it was, 
listened with reverence, and Many @ tear 
dropped from eyes unused to weep. The choir 
sang the hymns, ‘Abide with Me” and ‘Angels 
of Light,” and then the funeral procession 
passed out of the church through the long lines 
of standing mourners to the music of Chopin’s 
“Marche Funébre.” rendered on the organ. Mr. 
Raymond’s body was taken to Greenwood Ceme- 
tery, where it was placed in the receiving vault, 
to remain until Mrs. Raymond has selected a 
suitable plot for its interment. 

A number of people remained in the church to 
view the flowers which were not taken to Green- 
wood, but were subsequently removed to the 
house, where it was said that Mrs. Raymond 
contemplated sending them to some charitable 
institution. It was one of the largest collections 
of floral tributes that has been seen in the 
church. Mrs. Langtry sent an exquisite wreath 
of lilies and ivy leaves; the Lamb’s Club a huge 
collection of monster red roses and calla lilies;

with a card bearing the names of the 
members of the company and the words, 
“He was a fellow of infinite jest.”

| THEY WORK HARD AT THE BURNING

ABOUT A CHANGE. 
BE IS ACCUSED OF DELIBERATELY RE- 
TARDING BUSINESS IN ORDER TO 
MAKE HIS A FEE OFFICE. 


The business of real estate conveyancing 
is very seriously embarrassed. Many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are lying idle and all be- 
cause, according to the numerous complaints, 
the present Register’s financial ambitions as a 
citizen are not adequately requited by his 
salary as an Official. Itisoreof those amusing 
situations which in imperial Russia would bo 
shortly adjusted with a ukase and in the rowdy 
West with arope. Here, however, the ameliora- 
tive method is taking the slow and tortuous 
methods of hoped-for legislation at Albany. 

Mr. C. M. Bovee, Jr., of the firm of Arnoux, 
Ritch & Woodford, 18 Wa!l-street, said yesterday: 
“Tt is difficult foranybody who is a victim of the 
Register’s office at present to speak of the mat- 
ter and control bis feelings. Here are 33 cases, 
involving an enormons amount of money, in 
which nothing can be done because we cannot 
get searches from the Register. It is safe to say 


that the conveyancing’ business is blocked, for 
all who depend upon that office are in the same 
condition. Iam one of a committee appointed 
by the Bar Association to draw up a bill and 
urge its passage, to meet*the ditticulty. That 
bill has been indorsed by Mayor Hewitt, Presi- 
dent Beekman. of the Board of Aldermen, and 
the Corporation Counsel, and Mayor Hewitt has 
also written inits behalf, but I am doubtful of 
its passage, as the Register is opposing it with 
all the power he can bring to bear. 

‘* He claims that the fault is in the present sys- 
tem. The nigger in the fence, however, is that he 
wants the office put back io the old system, 


whereby his own compensation and that of the, 


searchers would be enormously increased. The 
Governor has the power of removing him, how- 
ever, and if other means fail, that remedy will 
be considered, the advisability of vreferring 
charges against him havirg already been de- 
bated by the committee. I have not heard it 
charged that he shows any preference in the 
matter. I think his policy is merely to so ob- 
struct business that the members of the Bar will 
be forced to concede to his demands.” 

Mr. Jobn E. Roosevelt, of Jones & Roosevelt, 
attorneys, 17 Nassau-street, said: 

“ Our business is being seriously affected by 
the fact that we. cannot get our searches. We 
have five eases there which have been in the 
Register’s hands for over 20 days; some of them 
over 30. Wehave notified him that we shall 
hold him responsible for any injury we may 
suffer from any delay above the 20 days which 
the law permits, 
sent every day for our overdue cases, but have 
only managed to obtain one of them. The 
Register has made some misstatements. He 
blames the law. The lawis all rightit it can be 
honestly carried out, as any one will see who 
chooses to look at it—chapter 531 of the Laws 
of 1884. He was elected under this law, he took 
office under it, and it is simply his duty as 
an honest man to carry it out. If he can’t carry 
it out he should not have taken the office, and 
he ought now to resign.

The laundry at the Sing Sing Prison was 
completely gutted by fire yesterday morning, 
and only its four brick walls are left. The exact 
cause of the fire Is not known, but from all that 
the anthorities can learn it originated in the 
east drying room. A stovepipe went lp through 
the floor in that room, and may have got too hot 
and set fire to the woodwerk around it, which 
was as dry and inflammable as tinder. The fire 
broke out at 8:10 o’clock, and the 250 men em- 
ployed in the building wero at their various 
posts. Only a few moments before nearly 1,000 


men, who were formerly engaged on Perry & 
Co.’s stove contract, were marching around the 
inclosure taking their reguiar morning exercise, 
Had they still been in the yard there might have 
been serious trouble. 

The men in the laundry behaved admirably, 
and there was no panic or attempt at insubordi- 
nation on their part. ‘Chey obeyed orders im- 
plicitly, and in a few minutes they had five 
powerful streams playing on the fire, which by 
that time had spread to all parts of the second 
and third floors, The Sing Sing Fire Department 
was soon on the ground and added tive more 
streams, but the tire had got such Leadway that 
it was impossible to check it, and their efforts 
were mainly directed to saving the surrounding 
buildings. 

Several of the convicts distinguisbed them- 
selves by their bravery and good work in bat- 
tling with the flames. Thomas Franklin, the 
Yonkers bigamist, worked like a tiger, aud was 
at last picked up exhausted ina dangerous posi- 
tion and carried to the hospital. Sergt. Crowley 
was particularly active. He was here, there, 
and everywhere at once, apparently, and War- 
den Brush spoke very hizhly of his denortment, 
as he did also of Jonbnny How, McQuade, 
O’ Rourke, William Eckert, Jack Conners, * the 
prison poet,” and several others. Some of the 
convicts, while fighting the tire, received cuts 
and burns from falling timbers and window 
sashes. John Simm, of the Chaplain’s office, had 
one hand badly cut, Paddy Wallace, alife man, 
who is employed us agardener, was badly burned 
between the shoulders. 

Soon after the fire broke out, Samuel Frick- 
haver, a 10-years man who had 18 months to 
serve, was missed, and Principal Keeper Con- 
naughton hunted all over for him without suc- 
cess. Finally a keeper found him, with two 
others, working like heroes on the roof of an ex- 
tension, and doing the best kind of work toward 
saving property. Ho was cheered on and the 
hunt for him ceased. Through these well direct- 
ed efforts of both the prison and village Fire De- 
partments the fire was confined to the laundry. 

The burned building was 250 feet long by 60 
wide and three stories high. The walls are con- 
sidered pertectly good for rebuilding, which will 
be commenced as soon as the débris cools sutti- 
ciently to allow of cleaning up. The building 
was erected in 1874 and cost $12,000.

OTTO WHITE'S WANDERINGS 


———— - > 


HIS STORY IN TRYING TO 
PROVE AN ALIBI. 
THE ALLEGED MURDERER DETAILING 
EVERY STEP HE TOOK ON THE DAY 
OF THE SHOOTING. 


District Attorney Martine opened the third 
day of the trial of Otto White for murder by call- 
ing Mrs. Mary Green, the witness for the defense 
who said ‘Tuesday that Mrs. Veith told her a man 
with a black mustache had done the shooting, 
and elicited from her that there was @ cooluess 
existing between Mrs. Veith and herself, grow- 
ing out of the antipathy of Mrs. Veith to a small 
dog belonging to Mrs. Green. To save time the 


prosecution admitted the previous good churac- 
ter of the prisoner. 


Mr. Howe called White to the stand. The pris- 
oner emphatically denied that be was at Mrs. 
Veith’s house the night of Feb. 10, and swore 
that he never owned a revolver, and never shot 
atany person. Then he was turned over to the 
District Attorney. Ho detailed the manner of 
his life from his youth up to the day of the shoot- 
ing. substantially as told by his stepmother. 
After bis father’s death, he said, he called three 
times at the residence of his stepmother. The 
first time was to see how his sister Minnie was 


getting along with her stepmother; the others 
to ask about expected letters. On the last occa- 
sion he spoke to his stepmother, in a perfectly 
friendly way, about the property which his 
father had transferred to her five or six years 
before. She refused to let him see the papers, 
but told him to go to the proper place to see 
about it. Hesoon afterward called upon a law- 
yer, who examined intéthe matter and informed 
him that the conveyance was perfect and the 
title in his stepmother. 

On the day of the murder, Feb. 10, he arose 
about 7 o’clock at the residence of his brother- 
in-law, P. Shattuck, where he had been living 
since about Dec. 1. He detailed, in a self-pos- 
sessed, confident way, every step he took during 
the day, which he spent around the markets, look- 
ing for material for his market stand. until about 
5:30 P. M. Then he went over to Thirty-third- 
street and East River to see his brother John, 
who worked for Heiss Brothers, coal dealers. 
There he met McKenna and Bloom and saw the 
watchman. They talked “horse” until about 
6:30 o’clock, when Bloom invited thecrowd over 
to Daly’s saloon, at First-avenue and Thirty- 
third-street, to take a drink. He drank 
ginger ale. From there he went alone to 
Dunlevy’s saloon, Second-avenue and Thirty- 
first-street, where, having a chill, he 
had some brandy and girger, for which he 
gave the bartender credit in account current. 
At about 7:15 or 7:20 o’clock he left there and 
went across the street to the northwest corner. 
Here he stood talking with James Burns and 
William Kehoe for about five minutes, when, his 
chills returning, he went into Vollmer’s saloon, 
second door from the corner on Second-avenue, 
and asked to be trusted for a pony of brandy and 
soda, Mr. Vollmer himself doing the honors. 
(The scene of the murder was half a block 
around the corner at 315 East Thirty-first- 
street, between 8:40 and 9 o’clock.) White testi- 
fied he was not there ionger than necessary to 
take the drink and that it was between 7:20 and 
7:30 o’clock. He saw no one else in the saloon 
at the time. When he left the saloon he saw the 
same two men with whom he had been couvers- 
ing hefore he went into Vollmer's. 

He then went to the corner of Second-avenue 
and Twenty-eighth-street for a purpose that was 
not disclosed until his counsel took him in hand, 
when he said it was to. keep an appointment 
with a lady friend, Polly Gardner. She did not 
appear. Onthe corner he met and greeted two 
meu, John Powers and Robert Johnson. Telling 
them to inform the young lady that he had gone 
home if she came while they were there, he 
went to Third-avenue, where he took the up- 
town train on the elevated road at the Twenty- 
eighth-street station, at about 7:45. About 8 
o’clock—not later—he reached the Seventy-sixth- 
street station. From there he went to his home 
with his brother-in-law, at, Seventy-fourth- 
street and Second-avenne. He let himself 
in with a night key, ascended to 
the floor occupied by his sister’s family, 
opened the kitchen door and wentin. As he en- 
tered he noted the time—8:05—from the clock 
which hung upon the wall facing the kitehen 
door. He was not out of the house again that 
night until taken out by the officers of the 
police. His testimony regarding the exact time 
of bis arrival at home, the invidents of the even- 
ing before going to sleep, und the nwakening by 
the officers was a counterpart of that given by 
his sister and her husband and their daughter, 
The incidents were fixed in his memory by the 
arrest and charge against him. He asserted 
tuat when Mrs. Veith at the hospital exclaimed 
“That is the man!” he replied: * Lizzie, you 
are mistaken.” 

Mr. Howe then rested the case for the prisoner, 
after stating that a responsible elderly lady in 
court had just advised him to subpm@na Mrs, 
Maher, of 148 De Kalb-avenue, Brooklyn, and 
Mrs, Eien Bryan, of 60 East One Hundred and 
Thirteenth-street, New-York, to testify regard- 
ing tue visit of a young man with a black mus- 
tache upon Mrs. Veith on the day of the murder. 
He would produce these witnesses if possible by 
morning. 

The District Attorney all through the day had 
persisted in a course of cross-exawmination which 
earried the promise of further testimony for 
the prosecution. To all the spectators it seemed 
as if the defense was complete and impregnable, 
aud even to the pallid cheeks and clammy fore- 
head ofthe prisoner there mounted a glow of 
color. Mr. Martine called Andrew Volimer, the 
Second-avenue saloon-keeper mentioned by 
White. He saw Whitein his saloon, le said,at 8:20 
o'clock. Hedrankapony of whisky. Herman 
Klewen came in and asked in German * Is it as 
late as that?’ looking at the clock. After Kle- 
wen came in White wentout. The witness 
never kuew his clock to be more than six minutes 
wrong. Mrs. Vollmer and Klewen corroborated 
this testimony as to the time of White's visit. 
Klewen paid particular attention to the time, 
beeause he had to be back at his store, at 319 
East Thirty-tirst-street, at 9 o'clock. 

Mrs. Veith was recalled and denied ever hav- 
ing told Mrs. Green that it was a man with a 
black mustache who shot her. The trial was 
then adjourned until this morning. Defendant's 
counsel will then present the two men, Johnson 
and Powers, with whom White said he conversed 
after leaving Vollmer’s saloon, and the two 
women who areto testify about the man with 
the black mustache,

DIED OF STARVATION. 

A man was found dead in bed yesterday 
morning inthe lodging house 89 Bowery. He 
had 10 cents when he entered on Tuesday night, 
and had mailed a letter to Miss Jennie Haley, of 
44 Seventh-avenue. Before retiring he told a 
fellow-lodger he had not eaten food in eight 


days. His body when found was nearly black. 
At 44 Seventh-avenue is a boarding house kept 
by Mrs. Margaret Hopping. who at first pro- 
fessed to know nothing about the man, but 
finally recollected that a man of the same name 
and appearance had called on her two years ago, 
and she found she was a fourth cousin of bis 
father’s, a wealthy merchant of San Francisco. 
The man was destitute, and she sent him to rela- 
tives in New-Jersey. He stayed there for some 
months, but, being lazy, was told to leave. His 
father bad been notified and revealed that young 
Hopping had become infatuated with a variety 
actress named Jennie Haley in San Francisco and 
left a comfortable home to travel with her, He 
was discarded by his family and made his way 
to New-York. After his money ran out it is sup- 
posed he was too lazy to work and died of starva- 
tion.

THE METROPLITAN TRANSIT COMPANY 
ONLY WANTS TO BUILD. 


The Metropolitan Transit Company, 
Which seeks to build an elevated railroad 
through Broadway, was again before Judgo 
Donohug in the Supreme Court, Chambers, yes- 
terday, and again won a victory in the prelimi- 
nary legal skirmishes. Gen. George W. Wingate 
appeared for the company; Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Thomas P. Wickes for the city,

It amends the supplemental petition so as to 
limit its object to the ascertainment of tho 
amount of compensation which isto be paid by 
the Transit Company to the city for the use of 
its streets, and to expressly disclaim on the 
part of the Transit Company any purpose of 
acquiring the title to any of the land included 
within: such streets or avenues as its railroad 
may extend through, or of acquiring the inter- 
ests of any persons or corporations in such 
streets or uvenues, or any interest whatever in 
real estate. The Transit Company is also al- 
lowed by the order to amend a supplementary 
petition so as to make it reaa: 

“That said company has not been able to agree 
upon the amount to ve paid to the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty under your petitioners’ charter as 
aforesaid, or te pay to it the sum required to be paid 
under said Mh ges: Company’s) charter, as herein- 
before described, and that the reason of said inabil- 
ity is that your petitioners have, by their agents 
duly authorized, applied to the said Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty to ascertain the sum to be 
paid to it, but your petitioners have been and are un- 
able to agree with said corporation upon the amount 
of compensation to be made, because said corporation 
asks prices therefor which your petitioners believe 
exorbitant and unreasonable, the Controlier of said 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the city 
of New-York having demanded the sum of $5,000,- 
000 therefor.” 

In consequence of'the price demanded by the 
city for the use of its streets, the Transit Com- 
pany asks for the appointment of Commissioners 
of Appraisal to ascertain and appraise the com- 
pensation to be made to the city. 

Judge Donohue having signed the order allow- 
ing the amendments to the supplemental peti- 
tion, Mr. Taft and Mr. Davies moved that the 
abutting property holders, the Metropolitan 
Elevated, and others interested be made parties 
respondent to the amended petition. Gen. Win- 
gate was about to object, when Judge Donobue 
saved him the trouble by promptly denying the 
motion. Judge Donohue said the petition having 
been arcended so that the Transit Company only 
asked for the right to build arallroad, the owners 
of abutting property and others had no concern 
in the matter and no right to be beard. The af- 
fair concerned only the city and the Transit 
Company. 

Mr. Davies theh renewed the motion which 
was made last Saturday that the property hold- 
ers and others be allowed tointervene. He did 
this, not because it was &t present of any prac- 
tical use, but because he desired to Have the 
court pass upon, itand pass upon itasif the 
ruling was made before the granting of the 
amendwents to the petition, in order that all the 
rights of the persons and corporations who de- 
sired to he parties respondent to the Transit 
Company’s petition might be preserved. Judge 
Donohue suggested that this motion migntas 
well be withdrawn. Finally all the counsel pres- 
ent consented to a withdrawal, when it was 
discovered that Mr. Root, who represents the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad, one of 
the original movers, was absent, and Judge 
Donohue said that the withdrawal would not be 
complete without Ins consent.. Then a post- 
ponement unti! Saturday was had. 

The hearingin regard to the appointment of 
Commissioners will take place in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, before Judge Donohue, on Sat- 
urday, April 23.

Democrats. 
Guiton. Labor, and Shoa, and Mills, Republic- 
ans. The new 
Kern, Democrat, and Van Keusen and Hilliard, 
Republicans. The new Board of Freeholders 
consists of MeDonongh, Republican; Totten. 
Democrat; Kiiroy, Labor, Shaughnessy, and 
Griffin, Democrats; Turner and Laws, Kepublic- 
ans; Passon, Democrat; Post and Meyer, Re- 
mubdlicans; Brening, Kenny, Cullen, and Kelly, 

emocrats, and McGivney and Frecht, Republic-

DELIGHTED BREWERS. 

The Brewers’ Association held a very 
long meeting yesterday at the headquarters, 2 
Irving-place. A great part of the time was spent 
in congratulatory speeches over the veto of the 
High License bill, and Gov. Hill was declared to 


be atrulv good fellow, a Democrat to the back- 
bone, and deserving of their admiration. 

Then the draft of an agreement between the 
boss brewers and their employes for one year 
trom to-morrow was read. The old agrtement 
also expires to-morrow. According t&® the terms 
of the new agreement the journeymen are to get 
$18 a week as wages, to work 10 hours a day and 
2 hours ou Sunday. The men are not to go out 
on strike or to declare any boycotts, but all dif- 
ferences are to be submitted to an Arbitration 
Committee of two boss brewers and two journey- 
wen apd their decision is to be final. The agree- 
nent Was approved by the entire association, 
and then the brewers took up the section of the 
Pool Brewers’ Association that prevents any 
liquor dealer or saloon keeper from changing his 
brewer when be wants and obtains the same dis- 
count from another brewer that is allowed to bis 
regular customers. Itwas this section mainly 
that led to the organization of the Anti-Pool As- 
sociation of Liquor Dealers. The wmajority of 
those present at the meeting seemed to be iv 
favor of repealing the section, but night came 
on, the brewers became hungry, and an adjourn- 
ment was taken until to-day, when the matter 
will be further discussed.

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CONFIDENT ON BOTH SIDES 


LITTLE CHANGE IN TIE WAR 
ON TICKET COMMISSIONS. 
THE BALTIMORE AND OMIO IN FULL 
ACCORD WITH THE TRUNK LINES, 

_ AND A CRISIS EXPECTED SOON. 


The Baltimore and Ohio carried ont its 
part of the compact with the trunk Ines yea- 
terday, and loug before noon its agents received 
circulars ordering through tickets over a num- 
ber of Western roads turned to the wall. Tho 
lines iucluded in this list, which are ali those 
under the ban of the trunk lines at present, are 
the Burlington and Missouri River Road in Ne- 
braska, the Burlingten, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern, the Canadian Pacific, the Central Iowa, tho 
Chicago and Alton, the Chicago and Eastern 


Illinois, the Chicazo, Burlington and Quiney,. 
the Chicago, Burlington and Kansas City, the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacttic, the Denver 
and Rio Grande, the Denver and Rio Grande 
Western, the Green Bay, Winona ava St. Paul, 
the Indianapolis, Bloomington and Western, 
the Milwaukee and Northern, the Minneapolis 
and §t. Lonis, the Missouri Pacifie, the Bock 
Island and Peoria, the St. Lonis, Arkansas and 
Texaa, the St. Louis and Keokuk and North- 
western, the St. Louis, Fort Scott and Wichita, 
the Texas and Pacitie, the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacitic, and the Wisconsin Central. 

Barring the action of the Baitimore and Ohio, 
yesterday saw little change in the situation. 
Today a big conference between the General 
Passenger Agents of ithe Eastern and Western 
roads willbe begunin Chicago, and its results 
may settle the troubles. If no agreement is 
reached it is probable that the Western lines 
will take the next step which is naturally sug- 
gested and scli their own tickets in this city. 
Some of them are said to have started asset of 
their tickets eastward, but noneoft them bad 
gone beyond selling passage orders yesterday. 
Practically, there is very little difference between 
tickets and orders. The situation is not as try- 
ing as. it might be, for the reason that travel 
to the West has been very light for the 
last two days after its boom on Monday, 
and as long as the dull season continues the 
turning of tue tickets to the wall in the trnnk 
line offices will not make very much difference 
in the amount of trade any road gets. The trank 
lines still have no through tickets to Kansas 
City to dispose of. The agents of the Western 
rope wa are more than ever convinced that 
the Baltimore and Obio’s union with the otber 
trunk lines will make the roads beyond Chicago 
more apt to unite forafight. A vigorous war 
would enliven matters on Broadway greatly, 
anda good many people are anxious to see 16 
come, 

What inducements were given the Baltimore 
and Ohio to join in the trunk live passenger 
agreement is a question that has received a 
good many answers. The one that is probably 
closest to the truth is that for along time the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road bas declined to go 
back into the association unless the Pennerl- 
vania Company joined in the request for it to 
return. This week the Pennsylvania added its 
invitation to the others and the Baltimore and 
Ohio yielded coyly. [tis very possible, too, that 
it was given to understand that if it did not 
come in thers would be measures taken to meet 
its low rates by the other roads. And so Mr. 
Garrett's road went into the agreement, becrwwe 
a full-fledged member of the association, and 
took with it its self-adjusted differentials of $5 
off from the Chicago rate, and so on, which the 
other trunk hnes agreed to. In fact, the Balti- 
more and Obio has received just as much atten- 
tion on Broadway as it has in Wall-street, and 
that is saying a good deal. 

The trunk line people are confident that now 
they have captured oue of the roads that steod 
out, the other, the New-York, Ontario and West- 
ern willsoon comein. Controlling beth ends of 
its route they feel that it will not be able to 
withstand the pressure which can be brought to 
bear upon it. They believe that the time when 
all the roads out of New-York will be joined 
against commissions is only a very few days 
off. Both sides in fact are confident of winning. 

The ticket brokers yesterday expressed their 
view of the war by putting eut big signs bearmg 
a declaration of their principle. ** No throttling 
of competition or boycotting of Western roads 
or turning tickets to the wall,” was what Lan- 
sing’s poster said, in tall white letters on a biue 
background. A little further down Breadway 
another broker had put onta picture ef a 
train going into the ditch much to the discom- 
fort of a party of colored excursionists, while a 
fiery red cow, the cause of all the trouble, 
whisked her tail in triumph on the track above. 
The motto underneath this artistic and allexoric- 
al marvel was * Rates wrecked by the inter- 
State law.” 


Sr. Paut, Minn., April 13.—It is learned 
that a confidential circular has been sent ont 
from the Minnésota and Northwestern Railway 
general offices to ticket agents throughent the 
country regarding ticket commissions, which, 
among other things, says: ‘The question as te 
the legality of this company paying commis- 
sions to the agents of foreign lines for the s:le 
of coupon tickets over their lines is a question 
that, to onr mind, admits of uo discussion. We 
have decided for this company to continue she 
payment of commissions to recularly authorized 
ticket agents, and for any business reuted via 
this line a voucher properly filled out will re- 
ceive prompt attention.” It is stated that other 
Northwestern lines have been sending out simi- 
lar circulars.

If the utidergraduates cherished any feeling of 
having been slighted by the managers of the 
eelebration in the Metropolitan Opera’ Uouse 
they did net show it yesterday morning when 
shey assembled about the college to take part in 
the great procession. They formed a very pretty 
and innocent-looking throng, and seemed chiefly 
jaterested in becoming perfect in the art of spell- 
func. It was $:30 o'clock when the stadents and 
the members of the Alumni associations bean 
toarrive. They were formet in the following 
order: Law School, on Forty-ninth street, in 
front of the college; Medital College on Madison- 
avenue, svuthof Forty-ninth-street; undergradu- 
ves on Madison-avenue, north of Porty-ninth- 
street; Alumni Association School of Mines on 
Fourth-euveoue, north of Fifieth-street; Alumni 
Assoviation Scheol of Arts on Fourtlavenue, 
nerth of Forty-uinth-street. Even at this early 
our there Was a re-pectzble number of interest- 
eu spectators gathered ou the unoccupied cor- 
ners. 

Time flew past, collegians came up in swarms, 
the Wondering populace formed knots wherever 
they could, the Grand Marshal came, and at list 
Cuppn’s Seventh Regimeut Band made Its ap 
pearance. Tu three-quarters of am hour the 
vielnity of Forty -ninth-street and Madison-ave- 
nue Was transformed from a somewhat quiet 
locality into a very nuisy sort ofa Bedlam. The 
people In the neighboring houses were loyal to 
Colinnbia, From a few burdings floated. the 
Hiars and Stripes, but wherever else anything 
of colored silk was. visible the colors were blue 
and white. Matrous and maidens, too, crowded 
all the Windows, each with a blue ribbon at 
wiist or threat or corsage or waved in the 
hand, All these pleasant little sizns of pride ta 
the old college were notlost on her assembled 
sons, nnd ugain and again, as new faces. or 
uew banners wade their uppearance, the three 
“rahs* went up and “Columbia” was spelled. 

Tired with waiting, the irrepressible colle- 
gians determined to have as much tun out 
gf pagsiug events as possitle.

It was bright 
und had nothing monotonous in the way 
of uniform.

Those who couldn't 
keep straight files any other way grasped each 
other's sticks, which, being gayly twined with 
white and biue, looked like a single slender 
twined rod. Atthe Opera House there was lit- 
tle confusion. The procession managed to get 
inside as decorously as could be expected.

act. 

‘The great complaint of thinking men to-day 
is thatthe rising generation, into whose hands 
the direction of public affairs ust soon fall, has 
lostor islosing its faith. If men have really 
lost the faith which cemented inodern socicty, 


world face to face with a new peril. 
who affect to view the question with piitiosoph- 
ical indifference cannot close their eyes to the 
fact thata great void will then be made: that 
something wust be found to fill, The scornful 
concession that ‘religion is necessary to the 
government of tholower classes,’ might have 
some force and bring with it some comfort when 
the ‘lower classes’ were willing to continue in 
their debased condition.

Education, opportunity, precedent combine to 
stimulate the great mass of our people to seek 
for improvement and elevation.

“If this be true, if history and our daily expe- 
riences have taught it, then let the lesson of the 
life. Let our children 
know and feel that men—not more than armies— 
are efficient to perforin their allotied functions, 
because they have a cumbersome mass of im- 
pedimenta to accompany them, but rather that 
it is the ability to use the toola that will give 
them the power they seek. Teach them that 
the man is more than the instrument; that the 
spiritis the real and the best part of the man. 
Knowledge is the whetstone that sharpens the 
vilade, the fire that tempers it, the munitor that 
teaches its use.” 

On the university question Mr, Coudert said: 

“The eminent orator and scholar who made 
Harvard's recent celebration memorable asked 
ihe question, *What is a university?’ and an- 
swered it by quoting himself as having said 30 
years before that, ‘A university is a place where 
nothing useful is taught, but a university is pos- 
sible only where aman may get his livelihood 
by digging Sanskrit roots.’ * * * If IT could 
venture to give a definition af my own [ should 
proclaim that the true university is that which 
teaches nothing that is useless aud everything 
that isuseful and good, Thatits aim should be 
to form a class of men who, by their train- 
ing, moral and intellectual, would be the 
model men of the country in the 
government of which they might be = ex- 
pected to take a large and useful part. I would 
be bold enough to say that the real university 
should-concern itself in ripening useful talents, 
in climinating useless and ule theories. Law,

Smith, a clerk in the Park Department since 
IS79, testified that Thomas E. Ciimmins, a 
brother of Commissioner Crimmins, had used 


* portions of Central Park as a dumping yround. 


Engineer of Construction Kellogg also admitted 
that the Park had been used as a dump, but re- 
marked that the filling in bad been completed 
according to theapproved plans. Mr.’'Matthew C. 
PD. Borden, who succeeded Henry R. Beekman as 
President of the department, was then called as 
te was asked specifically as to the 
egharges of extravagance that had been preterred 
against the members of the Park Board. Mr. 
Borden replied by referring to the pamphlet 
answer of Beekman, Crimmins, and himself 
to the allegations of President Coleman, 
of the Depariment of Taxes and As- 
gessments, before the Board of Ustimate 
and Apportionment. With reference to the 
use of the Park as a “dump,” the witness re- 
marked that the city had been oblig ea to pay 65 
tents per cubic yard tor carth filling, and he be- 
Heved it to be economical to let Commissioner 
Crimmins’s brother do the work for nothing. 

Nr. Eorden was then asked if the Park police 
force was too large. He said he did not think 
go. Furthermore he reniarked that ro favoritism 


was shown any emplore of the department. He 
omphaticnily denied that there was any * com- 
bine” in the Park Hoard against Commissioner 
Powers. The lutter again reiterated the state- 
ment that he was not allowed to know what 
Was going on. , 

* That is entirely untrue, Sir,” exclaimed Mx. 
Borden somewhat excitedly, 

“Thavk you, Sir,” tantalizingly replied Mr. 
Powers. 

Ex~Judge Shannon asked} Mr. Borden some 
guestions on a line suggested by Mr. Powers, 
while David B. Ogden appenred to be Very ear- 
neatly incerested in behalfaf his friend and cli- 
ent, Commissioner Crimimins. Mr. Powers 
chumed that Mr. Borden had appointed men 
withont the knowledge or consent of the board. 
The witness denied this, and said that he, as 
President, appointed men on the requisition of the 
Park Supermtendent and by the direction “of the 
Execuiive Commitiec.” 

“ There is no such thing as an Executive Com- 
mittee.” remarked Mr Powers. 

Mr. Borden claimed that there was, but he did 
notexpiain very fully of whom the committee 
ronsisted. Mr. Powers read an opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel to the effect that the Presi- 
Gent could not innke appointments alone. After 
A@somewhat puerile wrangle over the point Mr. 
Borden tinally admitied that Beekman, Crim- 
mins. and himseif composed the “ Executive 
Committee” last year, and that all the patronage 
Went through their hands. 

“Tcondemn heartily the methods of Commis- 
sioner Powers to test the legality of the appoint- 
Ments wade by we,” said Mr. Borden. “If he 
wanted todo anrthing of that kind he should 
uve acted sooner.” 

*“T see no reason.” hotly retorted Mr. Powers, 
“why I should aceept Mr. Borden’s views on 
this subject. I believed that there was _acom- 
bination against me in the borrd and I know 
that Inmever could find out what was going on. 
It was a close corporation all through.” 

Nir. Powers then asked Mr. Borden if execu- 
tiv? sessions of the Park Board were not held 
when alltne Commissioners were not present. 
Mr. Borden answered “yes.” Mr. Powers 
elaimec that he had been kept out of one meet- 
ing by trick and device, Messrs. Beekman, Crim- 
mins, and the witness waiting until he had left 
the offer. Mr. Borden putin a general denial. 

Patrick St. ‘ohn swore that other contractors 
than Mr. Crnmmins had the privilege of dump- 
ing in Central Park, and Contractors McKim and 
McGrath said that the privilege was valueless. 
When tiis testimony had been given Connis- 
Siener Powers got lu a whack at ex-Engineer 
Risse, who, itis claimed, was protected by the 
favoritism of Berkman and Crimmins. Mr. 
Powers called Michaci MeGrath, a watchman on 
fr estate inthe annexed district. This man testi- 
Hed that while Risse was employed in the Park 
Department he did private work in surveying 
and inying out private property, for which he 
was to receive $1.800. McGrath also said that 
Risse had given him tickets to work at election 
lime, rad told him to do good work or he would 
be cutting his own throat. The witnesa, who 
Was then an emplove of the Park Department, 
defused to work the tickets, aud in a few days he 
Was laid off 

Cemiuissioner Crimmins then took the stand. 
De began by saying that he had no interest in 
the dumping contract, the work being all in 
charge of his brother. He admitted baving rid- 
den through Central Park with “ boodle” exile 
De Lacy and two other Aldermen, who were 
empowered to iuvestizate the causes of malaria 
inthe Park, but demed that there had been any 
distribution of patronage mapped out on that 
eccasion. President Beekman, of the Board of 
Aldermen, also testified that he had dove noth- 
ine wrong as President of the Park Department. 

“Did you ever act as counsel for Mr. Crim- 
mins in a former investigation into Park Depart- 
went affairs !” asked Mr. Powers. 

Mr. Beekinan’s face crimsoned and he was ill 
atease as he murmured that he had once acted 
as counsel for the Park Buard. 

“And did you not receive $15,000 for your 
services?” persisted Mr. Powers. 

“It was about $3,000,” feebly replied Mr. 
Beekman. 

Ex-Judge Shannon assisted Mr. Powers in 
mercilessly plying the witness with questions, 
and Mr. Beekman at last said that he would an- 
@wer in his own way or not atall. After the 
Witness had got hims-if into a snarl] with every 
one the further bearing was adjourned until 
Mouduy next. 


THE STUVE TRADE. 


A STRIKE AlL OVER THE COUNTRY 
= AMONG THE POSSIBILITIES. 

The strike of stove molders which has 
been spreading over the West promises to extend 
throughout the entire country within 10 days or 
a fortpich?. and it is possible that the manufact- 
urera may fvrestall the men and declare a lock- 
put. 

Mr. Gilman, of Gilman & Co., of this city, said 
pesterday thatthe trouble between the manu- 
facturers and the molders has been one of long 
Banding. Themen as a rule were opposed to 
the apprentice system and did everything they 
sould to discourage it. For example, a molder 
has three assistants. He himself does the fine 
work, while his aides do that requiring little 


#kiiL Of course the assistants, who are learning 
ihe trade, get lower wages. The men demanded 
that every molder’s assistant should be a skilled 
man aud be paid as high wages as the molder re- 
teived. This demand resembied the rule adopted 
by the Journeyman Plumbers’ Union last Sum- 
mer, which led to the long strike. The molders 
also asked for higher wages. 

In Albany and Troy,where the movementstart- 
el abouta year ago, the nanufacturers resisted 
thedemands of the men, refusing to pay to assist- 
ants full mechanics’ wages, and ciaiming that 
the condition of the trade did not warrant an 
advance. Strikes took place, and delegates trom 
the store molders’ unions in those cities called 
at Various times on the Central Labor Union of 
New-York, asking it to assist them by imposing 
a boycott upon the stoves of mannfacturers in 
whose shops strikes had taken place. The re- 
guest wus graniccd and the fight went on. 

‘The stove manufacturers then organized a Na- 
tional Defense Association of Founders, and it 
was agreed that when a strike took place in any 
shop the manufacturer was to send his patterns 
of stoves to other shops, where his work was to 
ho done. This agreement was carried ont, but 
the molders discovered it and refused to use 

vatterns sent by a shop that was on strike. 
Vhen told that they must use the patterns they 
etruck work, and thus the strike extended. 

Mr. Gilinan bad a conversation yesterday with 
Mr. Ramsay. of the tirm of Ely & Ramsay, 
Whose foundry at Peekskill. Mr. Ramsay 
said that if patterns from strike shops were sent 
to him he wou'd inake an effort to use them, but 
hethoaght that his inen would strike within 
24 hours. Mr. Anthony, of the firm of Scott & 
Anthony, of Boston, who is the Chairman of 
the National Defense Association of Founders, 
ihonght that this was the worst timeofr the year 
forthe moldersto strike. The Winter was just 
over and work in the foundries was getting slack. 
For the manufacturers themselves the strike 
would be rather advantageous than otherwise, 
as it wonid enable them to sell off the surplus 
stock that they may bave on hand at somewhat 
advanced prices, 

Mr. Gitman was ofthe opinion that the pat- 
ferninakers might possibly be benefited by 
striking, because the patterns for the Fall sea- 
ton Were now heing designed and prepared, 
but as for the inolders themselves their busy 
keason Would not begin until Fall. The Chair- 
Man of the National Defense Association will 
talla meeting withina week to consider what 
had best be done in view of the extending strike, 
which, it {s supposed, will be a greater one than 
Sas ever takeu place in this line of business.

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SOLD AT LOW FIGURES, 
——— 
EFFECT OF LITIGATION UPON SOME VAL- 
UABLE FIFTH-AVENUE PROPERTY. 

The Real Estate Exchange was the scene 
yesterday of several disappointments to several 
ditferent people. The occasion was the auction 
sale of the four bouses and lots at 750, 752, 754, 
and 756 Fifth-avenue by Richard VY. Harnett. 
This property was in 1881 left by Jacob Weeks 
to his heirs, who have since then been involved 
in litigation in regard to his will, The litigation 
was settled in February last, and yesterday’s 
sale was forthe purpose of finally dividing the 
proceeds of the property, The Exchange was 
crowded, and there scemed to be a prospect of 
good bidding. 

Before the sale commenced, however, a new 
feature was introduced. In the course of the 
litigation a Receiver was appointed by the Su- 
preme Court to manage the gh gh for the 
best interests of all concerned, and with their 
full knowledge and consent. This Receiver, Mr. 
John KE. Ward, obtained permission from the 
court, with the knowledge and consent of. all 
parties in the litigation then pending, to lease 
the four parcels of property mentioued until 
May 1, 1886, So far all was well. Butin Febru- 
ary last, when the will litigation was decided 
and it became necessary to sell the property 
for division, the litigants, Samuel Weeks, 
Jacob Weeks Cornwell and other heirs found, 
they claim, that Receiver Ward had, without 
their knowledgu, gone privately to Judge Dono- 
hue in October, 1885, and obtained from him an 
ex parte order, giving him power as Receiver to 
lease the property fer three years from May 1, 
1886. The devisees were thus, by order of the 
court, virtually deprived of their property from 
February, 1887, to May 1.1889. Meanwhile, in 
good faith, William A. Parke, Isaac A. Singer, 
John Dayton, and D.8. Ritterband, bad leased 
the premises for three years from May 1, 1886, 

In view of this state of affairs counsel for ube 
owners of the preperty, 8S. H. Thayer, Van 
Winkle, Candler & Jay, Anderson & Man, 
Abner C. Thomas, Van Schaick, Gillender & 
Stoiber, and William B. Putney, broucht a mo- 
tion in beualf of their clienta, before Judge Pat- 
terson, praying that the order of Judge Donohue 
be vacated or abridged and that the present 
leases be made of no effect after May 1, 1887, on 
the ground that the court had no jurisdiction to 
grant any such order, and that it exceeded its 
yower in granting ex parte an order allowing 
Cases ot more than one year to be made. This 
was argued before Judge Patterson on.March 29 
and yesterday was granted, although at the 
same time a fund of $35,000 was impounded as 
asecurity to the present lessees for damages 
which might in the future be granted them by 
the courts for the abridgment of their lease. 

The new featurein the case came up yesterday, 
when three of the lessees, William A. Parke, I. 
A. Singer, and John Dayton, through their at- 
torneys, Stickney & Shepard, gave public 
notice that they regarded their leases as goud 
until May 1, 1889, and that they purposed re- 
talning their position by alllawful means. In 
regard to,Judve Putterson’s order, it was stated 
that they coulu not see the right of the court to 
reverse its own lawful order. The reading of 
this notice at the sale was the occasion of con- 
siderabie excitement. According to the terms, 
the four lots of property were to be sold 
senarately and then in one lot, at a 
fizure not less than the aggregate 
of the firstsale. The bidding began aud 750 
was bought by Mr. Gwynue, of Gwynne & Day, 
for $70,250; 752 went to the same person 
tor $70,100, 754 to W. Woodruff, Jr., for $72,500, 
and 746, the corner lot on Fifty-eighth-street, to 
Dr. Munn for $183,000. The aggregate was 
$395,850. Inasmuch as the Supreme Court in 
1882 valued this property at $675,000, and real 
estate men declared yesterday that the property 
was certainly worth $600,000, the buyers were 
chuekling over their bargains,in spite of the 
litigation threatened by the present lessees. 
But here came a disappointment. When the 
four lots were put up to go ina bunch these 
geood bargains were crowded out by Charles 
Mac Rae, who bought In the property for Mr. 
George H. Kent for $414.000. thus making still 
another good bargain and a disappointment for 
the owners. 

A promiuent real estate dealer said yesterday 
that, without improvemants, the land itself 
would have probably gone for $500,000. Of 
course the former owners say that the difference 
between $675,000 and $414,000 is due to the 
notice given at yesterday’s sale by the present 
lessees, Suit for damages in slandering title 
will be brought, so 15 was stated yesterday by 
Mr. Candler, of Van Winkle, Candler & Jay, 
against the present lessees. Thus another chap- 
ter of litigation in regard to the ill tated proper- 
ty begins. It is understood that the purchase of 
the property by Mr. Kent was merely an invest- 
ment, 


RAILWAY PROBLEMS. 
BY VARIOUS OFFICIALS 
THE BRUNSWICK, 

Nearly 100 railroad Superintendents and 
Generai Managers met in the ballroom of the 
Hotel Brunswick yesterday to hold their general 
time convention, which meets twice in every 
year to settle questions involved iv the practical 
Wwanugement of the roads. Their object was to 
urrive at the best and most efficient method of 
getting trains overa line,and with that end in 
view the delegates deliberated long and earnest- 
ly. They represented 69 railroad companies, all 
over the country, and of all sizes, from the trunk 
lines down. 

At the last convention a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the advisalility and prac- 
ticability of introducing the 24-hour aystem of 
hetation into railroad work. The committee 
found that while practical men everywhere were 
greatly interested in the subject, there was not 
a majority of the roads in favor of atopting the 
system and discarding the time-honored ‘A, 
M.’s” and “* P. M.’s.” A report setting forth this 
fact, aud waking no recommendations, was sub- 
mitted by the committee yesterday. The con- 
vention tabled the report. and the question of 
changing the system of time notation may not 
be brought up again before the adjournment. 

Then, while Georre W. Parker, General Man- 
ager of the St. Lonis, Alton aud Terre Huute 
Railroad, presided over them, and W. F. Alien 
made wv record of what they did, the members of 
the convention busied themselves in a discnasion 
of technical questions which are as ancient 
Greek to the outside world. A portable black- 
board was used for illustrations, and it was 
chalked up several times by gentlemen who bad 
new Views to expiain on the best nethod of get 
ting a lotof trains coing one way by another lot 
headed in the opposite direction. (ne point of 
interest to the public was settled when May 15 
was picked ont for the day on which the Spring 
schedules and time tables will go into effect and 
the arrangement of trains for the Summer traific 
will be made known.

HarTrorD, Conn., April 13.—Yesterday 
the two great copper ore companies that own the 
Lake Superior copper mines and control the 
markets of the worldin this article secured an 
act of incorporation from the Legislature fora 
joint smelting company, to be called the Calumet 
and Hecla Smelting Company, with headquar- 
ters in Waterbury, Conn. The capital stock is 
$400,000, with permission to increase to $1,000,- 
O0d. The owners of the stock are the Detroit 
and Lake Superior Copper Company, of 
Waterbury, and the Culumet aud Hecla 
Mining Company, of Boston. They have 
an equal interest. The corporation is 
chartered for the purpose of enabling 
the Boston enterprise to take advantage of u 
superior method of smelting owned by the 
Waterbury concern. The advantage derived by 
the latter in this pooling of issues is not appa- 
rent.

He employed Mr. Hepburn and 
will conduct the trial: I have nothing against 
Dr. McCauley or the college. But [I think 
there is a clear case against the Boswells. Nove 
of the companies are authorized to do business in 
this State and Mr. Boswell has no license to act 
as agent or solicitor for them. It is not true that 
I threatened President McCauley. I have my 
opinion of the way he does things, but that has 
nothing to do with the fertilizer company. It 
is nonsense, though, for the Boswells to say that 
it was placed with them because they gave low- 
er rates. Now let me teil you a thing or two. 
About threejyears ago as the policies on Dickinson 
College ran out Dr. McCauley took them from 
mo and gave them to Mr. Boswell. He said when 
he did it that the Trustees had passed a 
resolution to have the Insurance done 
by Boswell. I asked several of the 
Trustees, and they said they never heard of the 
thing. Previous to that, when some of the busi- 
ness which had been done by Mr. Sponsler, an 
insurance agent who died, was put up for bids, 
Boswell offered 85 cents on the $100 for one 
year, and I offered to dv it for three years for a 
dollar a $100. That wasa good deal less than 
his. When the new Tome Scientitie Building 
was to be insured for $15,000, a year or sv ago, 
Ibid adollar and Boswell a doller and a half. 
Mr. Charles Muilin, a member of the Executive 
Board, told me they had decided to let me have 
it. It went to Boswell. Dr. McCauley said aft- 
erward in a letter to me that Mr, Boswell had 
insisted on taking the insurance, and that as he 
wasa Trustee he had to Jethim go, but that he 
Fon much incensed at his high-handed proceed-

Some of the 
insurances were then in the Allentown and East 
Pennsborough—a pore safe, reliable com- 
pany. Mr. Boswell got up and made a bitter at- 
tack onitand all mutual companiesand advocated 
the removal of this insurance, though Christian 
Stayman, a Trustee and Director of the com- 
pany, was in the room at the time. Boswell 
gradually got possession of all the insurance. 
Ho got possession of the insurance on the Tome 
Building, though we had decided that Shearer, 
being the lowest bidder, should have it. Dr. 
McCauley and he arranged it. In the Fall of 
1885 the Executive Committee became solicit- 
ous as tothe college insurance. Dr. McCauley 
Wes asked as to the companies, amounts, and 
rates paid. He replied that he did not know; 
that Boswell had*the policies in Philadelphia. A 
resolution was passed by the committee direct- 
ing that the policies should be sent for and de- 
posited with the Treasurer of the college. 
Dr. McCauley never acted on it. One of 
the members of the committee wrote Boswelk 
in regard tothe matter. He neverreplied. The 
policies have never been delivered and the com- 
mittee is ignorant of the whole business. Tne 
Trustees don’t know and Dr. McCauley says he 
doesi’t know. Nobody knows but Boswell. 
Last June formal complaint was made by one of 
the members to the Board of Trustees. Dr. Mc- 
Cauley was questioned, but he knew nothing be- 
yond that Boswell thought his safe the most se- 
cure place for the policies in Pennsylvania. He 
said Boswell had sent him the naines of the com- 
panies, but he did not produce them, There the 
matter stands, and in wy opinion it’s a rotten 
piece of business.” 

Mr. Herman Bosler, one of Carlisle’s cattle 
kings, and brother-in-law of Mr. James Bosler, who 
recently presented an eighty-ihousand-dollar 
building to the college, says that the Monarch 
Insurance Company of Des Moines, Iowa, isa 
wildcat concern, and that it failed six months 
azo.
